‘THE BILL FOR THAT PURPOSE 
PASSED BY THE HOUSE. 


MANY AMEXDMENTS OFFERED BY GREEN- 


BACKERS REJECTED — THE MISSOURI 
CONTROVERSY RENEWED—A VOTE OF 
125 To 67 IN FAVOR OF THE BILL—A 
LARGE PENSION DEFICIENCY VOTED. 
* Wasnincton, May 19.—The bill to ena- 
ble national banks to extend their corporate 
»xistence was passed to-day by a vote of 125 
to 67, but not until nearly six hours had been 
jevoted to the consideration of amendments. 
When the debate was resumed this morning 
the pending amendment was Mr. Crapo’s, re- 
quiring 90 days’ notice of intention to de- 
posit lawful money and withdraw circula- 
tion, limiting the amount deposited in one 
month to $5,000,000 and requiring the surren- 
der of called bonds within 30 days after the 
maturity of the call, It was known several 
days ago that this amendment, or one embody- 


ing its essential parts, would be adopted. An 
unsuccessful attempt was made to reduee the 
monthly limit, and an amendment. proposed 
by Mr. Bayne and advocated by Mr. Hewitt 
was rejected by a decided vote. This amend- 
ment provided that the banks might withhold 
the caJled bonds for one year after noti- 
fication of their intention to do so, 
with the further provision that the bonds 
should not bear interest in that year nor be 
redeemable until the end of the year. The 
main amendment was adopted without a di- 
vision. By a vote of 109 to 82 an additional 
section, proposed by Mr. Crapo, was adopted, 
This section prgvides that banks shall receive 
in circulating’ notes 90 per cent. of the 
current market value of the bonds, not 
exceeding par, and that at no time shall 
the amount of notes issued exceed 90 per cent. 
of the capital stock paid in. it also repeals 
the statute which provides a sliding scale for 

ercentage of circulation and the statute for- 

idding any bank to have a circulation in ex- 
cess of $500,000. it is the same as a bill re- 
cently reported by Mr. Crapo and explained 
some time ago in THE TIMES, 

Mr. Crapo tried to call the previous ques- 
tion at 2:30, but was prevented from doing se 
by the presentation of a great many amend- 
ments, r. Buckner’s amendment requiring 
banks in several large cities to keep on hand 
80 per cent. of the amount of their circulation 
and deposits in lawful money, three-fifths in 
coin, and all other banks 20 per cent., was 
thrown out bya vote of 157 to 126, 

The Greenbackers, through Mr. Rice, of Mis- 
souri, moved an amendment providing for the 
substitution of legal-tender Treasury notes for 
the bank-notes, and Mr, Rice took advantage 
of the opportunity te answer Mr. Bland. 
The contest between the Democrats and 
Greenbackers in Missouri again furnished 
amusement for the House. The Re- 
publicans left their seats and gathered 
around Mr. Rice, who suggested that Mr. 
Bland must have been bilious yesterday or in 
need of medicine for worms. He defended the 
vete which he had cast in favor of Mr. Lynch, 
in the Lynch-Chalmers contest, and denounced 
Mr. Chalmers’s alleged election as a barefaced 
and infamous fraud. He had refused to vote 
for Mr. Bland’s Treasury note amendment be- 
cause it did not require the notes to be a legal 
tender. He acknowledged that he had been 
elected by Republican votes, but denied that 
he had given a pledge to assist the Republicans 
in organizing the House, Reviewing the re- 
markable financial record of the Democratic 
Party, he declared that for 20 years they had 
encamped upon the abandoned bivouacs of the 
Republicans. 

Mr. Biand replied by asserting that Mr. 
tice’s votes and those of other Greenbackers 

showed that they were only Republicans is 
disguise. Both sides allowed the time of the 
two speakers to be extended so that they 
might talk to their hearts’ content. ‘“‘It’sa 
matter in which we take no interest en this 
side,” said Mr. Crapo. After Mr. Bland had 
finished his remarks the amendment was re- 
jected by a vote of 46 to 146, 

Mr. Randall effered an amendment requir- 
ing the Treasury Department to issue gold 
certificates, If there shoald be injurious con- 
traction of the currency, he said, relief would 
be afforded by such areguirement. Mr. Hutch- 
ins vigorously opposed the proposition, which 
was ruled out of order. 

At 4o’clock all the remaining amendments 
pnd the several substitutes were offered, and 
the previous question was ordered on them 
and the bill. None of the amendments was 
adopted, except that proposed by Mr. Morri- 
son, reserving to Congress the right to amerd, 
alter, or repeal the act. Among the proposed 
pamendments which were rejected were 
Mr. Kenna’s, providing that the new banks 
should waive their right to interest on 
60 per cent. of the deposited bonds; Mr. 
Scales’s, empowering banks to lend one-quar- 
ter of their capital and surplus on real estate, 
and two or three othersof Greenback origin. 
The long list of substitutes offered by the 

sreenbackers and others was quickly disposed 
of. Even Mr. Buckner was unable to secure a 
yea and nay vote on his substitute. Mr. Ran- 
dall regarded with great apprehension the 
Cannon amendment, providing that banks with 
pcapital not exceeding $150,000 shall not be 
required to deposit more than $10,000 
as security for circulation, and he therefore 
offered as a substitute the bill as agreed upon 
with the exception of this amendment. He 
‘was unable, however, to secure a reversal of 
the House’s action. Mr. Murch made a last 
desperate protest in behalf of the Greenback- 
ers by moving to lay the bill on the table, but 
his motion was defeated by a vote of 44 to 104. 
A motion by Mr. Buckner to recommit, with 
instructions to reporta bill by which the power 
of banks to contract or expand the currency 
may be restricted, was voted down—23 to 122 
—and at 4:45 o’clock the Clerk began to call 
the roll on the passage of the bill, The vote

The bill as passed provides that any national 
banking association may, at any time within 
the two years next previous to the date of the 
expiration of its corporate existence under 
present law, and with the approval of the Con- 
troller of the Currency, extend its period of 
succession by amending its articles Of associa- 
tion for a term of not more than 20 years, and 
shall have succession for such extended period, 
unless sooner dissolved by the act of share- 
holders owning two-thirds of its stock, 
or unless its franchise becomes forfeited 
by some violation of law. Such amendment 
of articles of association must be authorized by 

‘the consent, in writing, of sharebolders own- 
ing not less than two-thirds of the capital 
stock of the association. Section 3 refers to 
the duties of the Controller of the Currency in 
the premises, providing for a special examina- 
tion into the affairs of each association should 
he deem it necessary. Section 4 has reference 
to the iurisdiction of cuits bv or against na- 


tional banking associations, placing such suits 
en the same footing in respect to jurisdiction 
as suits by or against private banks. Section 5 
provides that when any national banking asso- 
ciation has amended its articles of association 
and the Controller has granted his certificate 
of snc Shcben any shareholder not assenting 
to such amendment may give notice in writing 
to the Directors within 30 days from the date 
of the certificate of approval of his desire to 
withdraw from said association, in which case 
he shall be entitled to withdraw the value of 
the shares held by him. Section 6is as follows: 

That the circulating notes ef any association so 
extending the period of its succession, whieh shall 
have been issued to it prior to such extension, 
shall be redeemed at the Treasury of the 
United States, as provided in section 8 of 
the act of June 20, 1874, entitled 
*An act fixing the amount of United States 
notes, providing for redistripution of national bank 
currency, and for other nurposes,’’ and such 
notes, when redeemed, shall be forwarded to the 
Controller of the Currency and destroyed, as now 
provided by law, and when the amount of such 
notes shall be reduced to 5 per cent. of the 
capital stock of the bank issuing the same, 
the association so extended shall deposit 
lawful money with the ‘Treasurer of the 
United States sufficient to redeem all of 
its outstanding circulation, as provided in sections 
5,222, 5.224, and 5,225 of the Revised Statutes, and 
any gain that may arise from the failure to pre- 
sent such circulating notes for redemption 
shall inure to the benefit of the United 
States; and from time to time, as such 
notes are redeemed or lawful money deposited 
therefor, as provided by law, such notes shall 
be replaced by new circulating notes, bear- 
ing such devices, to be approved by the 
Controller of the Currency, as shall 
make them readily distinguishable from 
the circulating notes heretofore issued; provided, 
however, that each banking association which 
shall obtain the benefit of this act shall pay 
the eost of preparing the plate or plates 
for such new circulating notes as shall he 
issued to it, and all other costs incident to the sub- 
stitution of such new circulating notes for the old 
in addition to the tax now imposed on the Bank- 
ing Association's by-law. 

Section 7 has reference to such banks as do 
not desire to extend their charters, and extends 
the franchises of such associations for the sole 
purpose of liquidating their affairs until such 
affairs are finally closed. Section 8 is in the 
following words: 

That national banks now organized or hereafter 
organized, having a capital of $150,000 or less. shall 
not be required to keep or deposit with the Treas- 
urer of the United States United States bonds in 
excess of $10,000 as security for their circulating 
notes; and such of those banks having on deposit 
bonds in excess of that amount are authorized to 
reduce their circulation by the deposit of lawful 
money as provided by law. 

Section 10 provides that any national bank- 
ing association desiring to withdraw its circu- 
lating notes upon a deposit of lawful money, 
as provided in section 4 of the act of June 20, 
1874, shall be required to give 90 days’ notice 
to the Secretary of the Treasury of its inten- 
tion to deposit lawful money and withdraw its 
circulating notes: provided that not more than 
$5,000,000 of lawful money shall be deposited 
during any calendar month for this purpose: 
and provided further, that the provisions of 
this section shall not appiy to bonds called 
for redemption by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, but when bonds are called for redemp- 
tion the banks holding sueh called bonds 
shall surrender them within 30 days after the 
maturity of their call. Section 11 provides 
that on the deposit of bonds the association 
making thesame shall be entitled to reeeive 
from the Controller of the Currency circulat- 
ing notes equal in amount to 90 per cent. of 
the current market value, not exceeding par, 
of the bonds so transferred and delivered, and 
repeals sections 5,171 and 5,176 of the Revised 
Statutes. The concluding section reserves the 
right to Congress at any time to repeal this 
act and the acts of which it is amendatory. 

As soon as the result of the vote had been 
announeed, Mr. Calkins, Chairman of the 
Elections Committee, gave notice that he 
would call up to-morrow the Mackey-O’Con- 
nor contested election case. ‘‘ That is a mere 
notice,’? said Mr. Randall. Before adjourn- 
ment a resolution appropriating the small sum 
of $16,000,000 to meet a deficiency for pensions 
in the current fiscal year was submitted to the 
House and passed in three minutes.

ANOTHER DUEL AVERTED. 
THE TROUBLES OF SENATOR WILLIAMS AND 
REPRESENTATIVE BLACKBURN. 

Wasuinaton, May 19.—The difficulty be- 
tween Representative Joseph C. 8. Blackburn 
and Senator John 8, Williams, of Kentucky, 
which has been the subject of much private 
comment for several days, was amicably set- 
tled this afternoon through the intervention of 
Senator James B. Beck and Representative 
John G, Carlisle, of the same State. Rumors 
that a duel was to be fought by Mr. Black- 
burn and Senator Williams had been quietly 
circulated, and it was believed that a hostile 
meeting would take piace. The trouble was 
occasioned by a question as to who deserved 
the credit of securing the passage of a bill 
appropriating $100,000 for a publie building at 
Frankfort, Ky. Stoddard Johnson, the editor 
of the Frankfort Yeoman, and an enthusiastic 
friend of Mr. Blackburn, gave that gentleman 
credit for the measure. Mr. Johnson was once 
the opponent of Senator Williams for a Guber- 
natorial nomination, and he took great pleas- 
ure in singing the praises of Mr. Blackburn. 
Senator Williams was enraged at this. He 
wrote a letter on the subject to Judge Lysander 
Hoard, an avowed enemy of Mr. Blackburn, 
After referring to the Yeoman’s praise of Mr. 
Blackburn, the Senator insisted that he intro- 
duced the bill in the Senate. He added that 
he supposed Mr. Blackburn and Senator Beck 
were in favor of it as they vetedfor it. Judge 
Hoard freely exhibited this letter in Frank- 
fort. This fact was communicated to Mr. 
Blackburn, and a copy of a portion of the letter 
was sent to him. He became furious, and 
wrote to Senator Williams asking that gentle- 
man whether he was the author of the letter 
to Judge Hoard. The Senator replied that he 
did not recognize Mr. Blackburn’s right to 
question his private correspondence, Thereup- 
on Mr. Biackburn hastily penned a note to the 
Senator setting forth thaf as that gentleman 
neither denied nor admitted the authorship of 
the letter to Judge Hoard, he must assume 
that the Senator was the author, and he took 
occasion to say that in writing it the Senator 
‘* deliberately lied.’? This letter was shown by 
Mr. Blackburn to Mr. Carlisle, who begged 
that it should not be sent. Mr. Carlisle said 
that there was no cause for a quarrel, Mr. 
Blackburn was persuaded to modify his letter 
so that it would read that Senator Williams 
was guilty of misrepresentation. The Senator 
showed the letter to Senator Wade Hampton, 
and asked for advice. Mr. Carlisle and Senator 
Hampton had several interviews upon the sub- 
ject, and after Senator Butler, of South Caro- 
lina, had beenconsulted, Senator Hampton and 
Mr. Carlisle agreed that all the correspondence 
should be withdrawn. The privilege was re- 
tained for Mr. Blackburn to seek an explana- 
tion from Senator Williams as to whether the 
letter to Judge Hoard was intended for the 
public. Mr. Blackburn to-day expressed 
much surprise that any publicity had been 
given to the affair, and said, ‘I am in no way 
responsible for its publication, and I neither 
affirm nor deny its correctness, I have nothing 
whatever to say upon the subject.” Mr. Black- 
burn was inconference with some friends in one 
of the House committee-rooms this forenoon, 
and it was subsequently arranged that in the 
alssenee of Senator Hampton, who has thus far 
acted as the friend of Senator Williams, Sena- 
tor Beck should represent him, and that a con- 
ference shoulid be held this afternoon, at which 
Senators Williams and Beck and Representa- 
tives Blackburn and Carlisle should be present. 
This conference was held in the Senate cloak- 
room, and at its conclusion the announcement 
was made that the war-cloud had passed away. 
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CONGRESSMAN, PHELPS’S DISTRICT. 

New-Haven, May 19.—It has been as- 
certained from perfectly credible sources that 
Congressman Phelps, from this district, will 


certainly not be a candidate for next term. 
He has recently had a large fortune fall to 
him, and this circumstance, connected with 
his condition of health, has led te his decision. 
Seme of the friends of ex-Mayor Henry 
G. Lewis have been endeavoring to make 
an interest for him in the succession 
to Judge Phelps, but without avail, as many 
of his best friends personally do not favor 
sending him to Congress. So far as the Second 
Congressional District is concerned, the field 
is clear for a struggle between any number of 
Democrats of this Second District.

A RAID ON THE TREASURY 


MORE THAN TWO MILLIONS VOTED 
FOR PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


THE SENATE RUSHES THROUGH NINE BILLS 


APPROPRIATING $2,275,000—mr. LAP- 
HAM VAINLY OBJECTS TO THE ROCHES- 
TER BUILDING—OTHER PLACES THAT 
WILL BE BENEFITED BY THE RAID. 
Wasninetor, May 19.—In one hour and 


a half the Senate to-day voted for the erection 
of nine public buildings, to cost $2,275,000, and 
more than one hour of this time was de- 
voted to a personal debate between the 
New-York Senators, in which Mr. Lapham 
was worsted in endeavoring to prevent the 
passage of the bill to give Rochester a new 
Post Office building. Having begun gener- 
ously, the Senate wound up the day by passing 
the Five Per Cent. Land bill, providing for 
the payment of something like $4,000,000, ac- 
cording to the lowest estimate, to 19 States, 
There was little preliminary business before 
the public building raid began, At 12:25 Mr, 
Conger moved to take up all the building bills 
on the calendar in their order. The Rochester 


bill was first. Mr. Miller moved it and asked 
to have the House bill substituted. Mr. Lap- 
ham objected, and the bill authorizin 

the expenditure of $200,000 for a build- 
ing in Syracuse, half of which is to 
be available immediately, was taken 
up. Mr. Saulsbury made some complaint 
about the amount appropriated by the bill, 
but was silenced by a reminder from Mr. Alli- 
son that New-Castle, Del., had yesterday se- 
cured a building at a cost of $15,000, A remark 
made by the Delaware Senator led Mr. Rol- 
lins to state that the amounts appropriated for 
public buildings by this Congress were much 
smaller than the appropriations in either of 
the three preceding Congresses. The number 
of buildings authorized was greater, but the 
aggregate cost was less. At 12:30, after less 
than five minutes’ consideration, the bill was 
—— Two minutes later the Pough- 
ceepsie bill, appropriating $75,000 for 
a new Post Office, was passed without 
a word of dissent. Several minutes were con- 
sumed in getting by a Lynchburg, Va., bill, 
which was delayed to wait for a reporton a 
House bill, and at 12:37 $500,000 was author- 
ized to be spent in erecting a building 
at Louisville, Ky., $200,000 of which 
are to be immediately available. One 
minute later, and Hannibal, Mo., was given a 
building to cost $75,000, At 12:42 $600,000 
had been voted away for a building at Detroit, 
Mich., and it took just two minutes more for 
the grave and reverend Senators to grant 
$300,000 more to Council Bluffs, Iowa, for a 
new public building. 

An interruption of an hour now occurred, 
and in that interval Mr. Lapham, the succes- 
sor of Roscoe Conkling, was seen as the de- 
fender of the interests of the village of Can- 
andaigua, as against the city of Rochester. 
When the bill was reached Mr. Lapham, for 
the purpose of securing more time for discus- 
sion, objected to the consideration of the bill. 
It was voted, on Mr. Miller’s motion, to take the 
bill up. Mr. Lapham then took the floor, 
standing in the front row tospeak. Referring 
to newspaper attacks made upon him in 
Rochester at somebody’s instigation, and de- 
claring that he bad no desire to interfere with 
the interests of that citv, in whieh he 
took great pride, he said that.it was 
his business to protect interests he 
had more immediately in charge. He then 
made an elaborate defense of the propo- 
sition to continue the lease of the Arcade 
buildings in Rochester, and represented that 
the internal revenue receipts credited to 
Rochester ought properly not to be credited 
to that citv. He made light of the Custom- 
house business also. The vital objection, how- 
ever, which Mr. Lapham had to _ the 
hill, was the fear thatit might be 
used to take from Canandaigua _ the 
Cireuit Court, which is now held in that 
village according to statute. ‘‘ My village,” 
he said, had built a Court house for 229,000, 
and stipulated to keep it forever in repair, and 
unless the Rochester bill was amended by dis- 
tinctly forbidding the removal of the court, 
he feared Canandaigua woulda be deprived of 
it. The Senator was plainly very anxious, and 
did not take kindly to Mr. Vest’s explanation 
that it was the business of the Judiciary 
rather than the Public Buildings Committee 
to direét when and where courts should be 
held. While Mr. Lapham fumed in his seat, 
Mr. Miller made a brief, yet forcible, presenta 
tion of the case for Rochester, stating that the 
building applied for was needed, as the present 
Post Office was in a place exposed to 
great danger from _ fire, while there 
were several important Government 
offices that ought to be provided 
for. Mr, Lapham, in pitiful tones, pleaded 
with the Senaters to attach an amendment pro- 
viding that the Circuit Court should continue 
to be held in Canandaigua. Mr. Miller intimated 
that he had no objection to continuing the court 
at Canandaigua as a monument to the past 
greatness of that beautiful village. Mr. Morrill 
protested against an interference with the right 
of the Judiciary Committee to pass upon such 
an amendment. <A standing vote showed Mr. 
Lapham’s amendment to be lost—12 Senators 
standing up with him and 23 with Mr, Miller. 
Mr. Lapham again appealed to the Senate: 
“T cannot see why the Senate should 
not consent, when my colleague has no 
objection to the amendiment,’’ said he; 
but Mr. Miller promptly replied that 
he believed that Canandaigua would be 
secure witkout an amendment, and that if it 
were adopted the bill would nave to go to the 
House again and would be defeated by delay. 
Mr. Lapham, who could not sit down, so ex- 
cited had he become, expressed his great 
solicitude for the adoption of the 
amendment.’ Mr. Ingalls appealed to 
Mr. Lapham to exercise his good sense 
by withdrawing his opposition. both Senators 
stated their wishes again, and then a vote was 
taken by a callof the roll. Nineteen Senators 
voted with Mr. Lapham and 29 with Mr. Mil- 
jer, so the amendment was lost. The bill was 

assed as it came from the House, and Mr. 

Jan Voorhis, who had come over from the 
House to watch the bill, went off to telegraph 
his friends that Rochester would have anew 
building to cost $300,000, 

This was at 1:35 o’clock. At 1:36 a bill giv- 
ing Galveston a building to cost $125,000 was 
passed, and at 1:57 the list for the day was 
completed by the passage of a bill authorizing 
the construction of a one-hundred-thousand- 
dollar building at La Crosse, Wis. The total 
amount appropriated between 12:25 and 1:37 
o’clock was $2,275,000.

CITING CONTEST. 

WasuHIneton, May 19.—When the Five 
Per Cent. Land bill was taken up at 2 o’clock 
the Senate was restless, The races at Ivy City 
were about to begin, and several Senators 
wanted to see them. Before theafternoon was 
much older some of them yielded to the 
temptation to visit the race course, 


and scurried off to the depot with 
the anxiety that a boy might feel to 
go to the circus. Mr. Morgan took the floor 
and spoke at great length against the bill. Mr. 
Vance’s amendment, proposing to include all 
lands granted for railroads, canals, and other 
improvements, as part of the whole on which 
the 5 per cent. award was to be based, 
was rejected, as it was regarded as an 
attempt to swamp the bill. Then Mr. 
Hoar urged the adoption of his proposed 
amendment, carrying the whole matter into 
the Court of Claims. With great energy Mr. 
Allison opposed this proposition, and sug- 
gested that it would be just as proper to 
refer the Geneva award claims, which Mr. 
Hoar is deeply interested in, to that court. 
Mr. Allison said he believes this was a 
matter purely for Congress to deal with, and 
he maintained that, se far from being a cen- 
tury or a half-century old, the claims were 
based on statutes eertag in 1847 and since that 
time. Mr. Saulsbury thought he detecte la 
change of base among the advoeates of the 
bill, and made some economical suggestions 
which called down upen his venerable head 
the indignaat reminder from Mr. -Voorhees 
that the Delaware Senator had forgotten that 
he had got his building for Newcastle, and on 
that account was indifferent to the concerns of 
other Senators, 


The Western Senators. particularly Mr. 


Plumb and Mr. Voorhees, had now become 
very much excited. Mr. Plumb, who stood in 
the centre aisle, littered the floor with paper 
which he collected from neighboring 
desks and tore into’ bits as he _ ner- 
vously watched the debate. Mr. Hoar’s 
amendment was voted down—2l1 to 26, 
Two amendments offered by, Mr. Morgan were 
then rejected. Mr. Morrill’s amendment pro- 
viding that the quantity of lands given to any 
State for internal improvements should be 
computed at the rate of $1 25 an acre, and the 
amount deducted from the sum which would 
otherwise accrue to any State under the 
act, was next rejected. Mr. Farley se- 
cured the adoption of an amendment 
the effect of which was to make California a 
participant in the benefits of the bill, and also 
of securing the votes of the California Sena- 
tors. Mr. Morgan, fearing that Alabama 
would be called upon to refund a part of the 
$28,000,000 received by that State under the 
Publie Deposits act of 1836, endeavored to se- 
cnre an amendment to prevent such a possi- 
bility, and failed. 

The bill was reported to the Senate. Mr. 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania, usually an indo- 
lent legislator, for some reason took an active 
interest in the success of the bill. He flew 
about the chamber conferring with Sena- 
tors, and eagerly called upon his neigh- 
bors to ride down different amendments 
proposed by the opponents of the measure. 
All the amendments approved in committee 
were adopted in gross in the Senate. Then 
Mr. Harris moved that the bill be indefinitely 
postponed. By a very close vote—21 to 22— 
this motion was lost. Mr. Morgan’s amend- 
ment in regard to the deposits of public 
money was again brought up. The last part 
ot it, which proposed to cancel the war tax of 
1881, was voted down on Mr. Plumb’s metion, 
and the remainder, providing that none of the 
money to which States should become en- 
titled under the pending act should be re 
tained by the United States on account o 
any deposits of public money under the act of 
June, 1836, or on account of the direct tax 
due from any State under the act of August, 
1861 was adopted. Mr. Davis, of West Vir- 
ginia, here interposed a motion to adjourn 
until Monday. The excited friends of the 
bill rallied their forees and voted down 
this motion, The bill was then put upon its 
passage. Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, and 
Mr. Hale, of Maine, were the only Senators 
from the old States who voted for the 1ueas- 
ure, which passed by a vote of 23 to 17. 

There has been a change in the attitude of 
the Senate toward this bill since the last Con- 
gress. Two years ago the same bill was de- 
feated in the Senate, mainly by the exer- 
tions of Senator Edmunds. This Sen- 
ator has not been present during the 
debate which has just closed. It is 
a very remarkable thing that an accurate offi- 
cial estimate of the amount of monep to be 
taken from the Treasury by this bill has not 
been presented. Such an estimate ought to 
have been furnished as one of the fundamental 
facts to be considered.

NEW STAR ROUTE INDICTMENTS. 

VASHINGTON, May 19.—It is understood 
that the Grand Jury has found true 
bills against Messrs. Rerdell, Brady, J. 
W. Dorsey and S. W. Dorsey, who are 
charged with frauds in connection with the 
star route service, and that it has placed them 
in the hands of the District Attorney, so 


that he may draw up new indictments 
upon them. The Jost to-morrow morning will 
say: ‘‘Itis reported that the presentment of 
ex-Senator Dorsey was obtained by a very 
close vote, 14 being in favor of it and 
eight against it. At the adjournment of the 
court this afternoon the District Attor- 
ney and Mr. Ker had a_ consulta- 
tion with Judge Wylie, after which 
the latter announced that he would be in court 
at 11 o’clock to-morrow. This, it is assumed, 
is for the purpose of receiving the report of the 
Grand Jury. The indictments now pending, 
and on which trial bas been ordered, 
will be dismissed. The continuances 
have been had with the object of 
procuring new indictments from the present 
Grand Jury, it being pretty generally admit- 
ted that the others were hopelessly defective.”

A NEW RAILWAY COMMISSION BILL. 
Wasuinaron, May 19.—The bill intro- 
duced to-day by Mr. Townsend, a prominent 
member of the House Committee on Com- 
merce, provides for the establishment of a 
Board of Three Railroad Commissioners at a 
salary of $5,000 each. The board is to be a 
bureau of the Interior Department, and is to 
supervise the inter-State business of railroads, 
investigate all complaints which allege unfair 
discrimination, recommend legislation to cor- 
rect abuses, investigate the relation of rail- 
road to agriculture, commerce, and industrial 
interests, report upon the effect of confedera- 
tions and pooling arrangements, and do many 
other things which have been proposed for 
the consideration of inter-State commerce 
commissions in other bills of the same general 
nature.

THE PHOENIX PARK CRIME 


PURSUIT OF THE ASSASSINS AND 
THE REPRESSION BILL. 


A PUBLISHED CONFESSION THAT IS BE- 
LIEVED TO BE A HOAX-——LORD SPEN- 
CER’S VIEW OF THE CASE—THE REPRES- 
SION BILL PASSES ITS SECOND READING. 

Dusiin, May 19.—The city Police are 
now armed with swords, They have not car- 
ried such weapons since the Fenian disturb- 
ances, 

A Sheffield firm sent four knives to Dublin 
to order just before the Phoenix Park murders. 

The Freeman’s Journal publishes an eight- 

column story, anonymously sent, and bearing 
a London post-mark, professing to be a confes- 
sion of one of the assassins. It intimates that 
the crime was conceived as an answer to the 
appointment of Lord Frederick Cavendish by 
the Irish Assassination Society, having branch- 
es throughout the kingdom. More than 20 per- 
sons are said to be implicated in the crime, all 
of whom have now escaped to England in 
various disguises, The writer says they at- 
tended the funerals of their’ victims. The 
story has created a sensation, but it is consid- 
ered a hoax. It contains many gross absurdi- 
ties, ; 

Lord Spencer, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
replying to an address presented by a deputa- 


tion of the Dublin corporation, said he feared 
that, notwithstanding the desire of the bulk of 
the people of the country that the perpetrators 
of the murders should be brought to justice, 
some persons, actuated by fear or began és 
were keeping back information that might 
lead to the discovery of the criminals. Lord 
Spencer stated that the responsibility of ad- 
ministering exceptional powers was very 
heavy, but it was his duty not to flinch from 
the task. He appealec for aid from all loyal 
citizens, and said the powers would not be 
used against them, but against secret societies. 

Cork, May 19.—As the steam-ship Wiscon- 
sin, which arrived at New-York on the 17th 
inst., sailed from Queenstown at 8 o’clock on 
Sunday morning, May 7, all the passengers, 
including the man Turner, who was taken into 
custody at New-York, revorted at the com- 
pany’s office the previous evening. Hence itis 
impossible for the assassins to have been on 
board, 

Lonpon, May 19.—Debate on the Govern- 
ment’s Repression bill was resumed in the 
House of Commons to-day. Mr. Sexton em- 
yhatically denounced the bill. He said the 
Frish members would see by the way in which 
the bill was administered whether they could 
continue to discharge their functions, or 
whether it would not bs their duty to allow 
the Government and the people of Ireland to 
come face to face. 

Mr. Gladstone stated that the Repression 
bill was not founded on the Phoenix Vark mur- 
ders, It was contemplated long before their 
occurrence, The crime, he said, could not 
have been committed without many witnesses, 
and though some may be silent because of 
sympathy with the assassins, many more 
1must be terrorized. He desired that the bill 
should pass unaltered in its main lines. lt was 
not founded upon panic nor conceived ina 
party spirit. It was intended to meet a great 
crisis in a spirit approved by all loyal citizens. 
Mr. Gladstone’s remarks were often cheered. 

Mr. Parnell said he hoped that the Govern- 
ment would give more time for discussion in 
committee of the amendments his party in- 
tended to move. Mr. Parnell’s speech was 
most moderate. He said he had hoped that 
with the passage of an Arrears bill and other 
amendments to the Land act the Land League 
agitation might be ended, 

Mr. Broadhurst, Advanced Liberal, member 
for Stoke-on-Trent, said the bill was unduly 
stringent. Mr. Healy, member for Wexford 
Borough, declared that it was aimed at the 
suppression of the Land League. 

Mr. Dillon stated that he had received a let- 
ter trom Mr, Patrick Egan denying the asser- 
tion of Mr. Forster relative to Mr. Sheridan, 
made in the House on Monday, and said that 
Mr. Forster should either prove the truth of 
his statement or retract it. 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to Mr. Sexton, de- 
nied that the bill was the outcome of English 
resentment. Hestated that he had received 
600 addresses from various public bodies ex- 
pressing the hope that the murders would not 
hinder remedial legislation. Mr. Gladstone 
said the Government considered the Repres- 
sion and Arrears bills mseparable, and could 
not consent to the abandenment or essential 
impairment of either. 

‘he Repression bill then passed its second 
reading by a vote of 383 against 45. Previous 
to the vote Mr. Chamberlain, President of the 
Board of Trade, stated that the Government, 
when in committee, were prepared to postpone 
any clause to. exable amendments to be 
brought forward. Mr. Mitcheil Henry, mem- 
ber for County Galway, opposed the bill be- 
cause of the absence of Irish elements im the 
executive of Ireland. 

A dispatch from Dublin says it is understood 
that the Government has no intention at pres- 
ent of liberating more ‘‘suspects.’’ 

Some of the Irish Judges present at the pri- 
vate meeting in Dublin yesterday te consider 
the proposed abolition of trial by jury, were 
disposedl to express their @isproval thereof 
more strongly than indicated in the remon- 
strance ordered te be sent to the Government, 
but they did not wish to put their objections 
on personal grounds, as though they were un- 
willing to assume any duty cast upon them

DISASTERS TO VESSELS.

RUNNING INTO AN ICEBERG—THE WRECKED 
PLINY BREAKING UP. 

Sr. Jonny, Newfoundland, May 19.—The 
steamer Prussian, of the Allan Line, from Liver- 
pool, arrived here at 5:30 o’clock this morning. 
She narrowly escaped a serious disaster at 1:30 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon, in latitude 45° longi- 
tude 47°. During a dense fog the steamer struck 
an iceberg, carrying away her figure-head, a por- 
tion of ner head-gear, and badly shattering her 
bows. The shock was severely felt, but there was 


no excitement. The conduct of the officers and 
crew was most commendable. The steamer is not 
leaky, as she was steaming slowly at the time, 
otherwise the consequences must have been very 
disastrous, perhaps fatal, to all on board. 


Hauirax, N.S., May 19.—A telegram re- 
ceived this morning from North Sydney, Cape 
Breton, says the telegraph operator at Meat Cove 
reports having just returned from the mountain 
outlook, from which was visible, between St. Paul 
and Cape Ray, two steamers going north, one with 
two masts, apparently towing a large 
three-masted ship. He could not make 
them out very well, but has no doubt 
it was the Peruvian in tow of the Newfoundland 
or one of the other relief steamers. They were in 
clear water. He also reports that he could see 
clear water as far up as the Magdalen Islands. The 
stations on these islands report very little ice tothe 
north-west. ‘These reports would indicate the 
safety of the Peruvian, and that she will make 
her way to the St. Lawrence in tow of a relief ship. 


Dea Beacn, N. J., May 19.—The foremast 
of the Pliny went overboard this morning, taking 
with it the shore side of the vessel and the main- 
topmast. The surf has knocked out the bulkhead 
of the engine-room and burst up the main deck, 
part of whieh has been torn off. The coffee that 
remains in the hold has swollen and burst up the 
lower deeks.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, May 19.—Itis rumored 
in Winnipeg that General Manager Hickson, of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, has been appointed General 
Manager of the Canada Pacific Railway.

JENNIE CRAMER'S DEATH: 


BLANCHE DOUGLASS’S ADMISSIONS’ 
_ AND CONFESSIONS. 


THE STORIES WHICH THE WOMAN TOLD 76. 
SHERIFF PECK—THE STATEMENTS ABOUT 
WHAT OCCURRED AT THE MALLEY HOUSE 
RULED OUT—THE CONFESSION WHICH 
IT WAS INTENDED TO OFFER. 


New-HaveEn, May 19.—At the close of the 
session of the court to-day State Attorney Doo- 
little said that his ease was substantially closed. 
Some of the witnesses who have already testified 
may be called to supply a few missing liuks, but 
probably the taking of evidence forthe defense 
will commence before Tuesday noon. The admis- 
sions of Blanche Douglass regarding what occurred 
at the Malley house Wednesday night, Aug. 3, 
were ruled out this afternoon, and the cas¢ 
for the State was thereby greatly weakened. 
Mr, Doolittle said yesterday that he had only one 
more witness to introduce. He did not eall this 
witness, however, but summoned to the stand 
Sheriff Peck, who testified yesterday. The witness 
said: “That letter [the one from Sadie Munroe ta 
Blanche Douglass urging her to tell ail she knew} 
was given to Blanche Douglass on the Tuesday fol- 
lowing her arrest. She testified before the jury of 


inquest the previous Monday. I received the let- 
ter from Dr. Painter and delivered it,1 think, in 
person.’ 

Q.—When she was arrested it was upon a:charga 
of perjury, was it not? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—And she then admitted that she had: sworn, 
falsely? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—When did you write the note to your wife 
saying Blanche shouid have protection and an- 
Other lawyer? A.—It was on the same Tuesday 
after Blanche received the letter from Dr. Painter. 
After she received the letter from herfriend Sadie 
she toldme she wanted to make a true statement. 
She wanted, in the first plaee, to be provided with 
a lawyer, and to make a true statement before the 
Coroner’s jury. I can’t remember the exact words 
she used, but she said she wanted to tell the story 
tron as it was. I afterward found Mr. Kelsey. 

foreman of the Coroner’s jury,] and told bim what 
she proposed to do. He promised that she should 
ane a lawyer—giving up Blydenburgh—and pro- 
ection. ' 

Q.—You had been instructed to allow no one to 
see her? A.—Some one so instructed me when she 
was arrested on Saturday evening. I think it was 
Mr. Bush, but it may have been Justice Booth. 
Mr. Blydenburgh had an interview with Blanche 
on Sunday; 1 did not know what was said; at his 
request I left them alone for a moment. The 
next day I asked Mr. Bush for instructions, and he 
said, as I then understood, that nu one should bé 
allowed to see her. Afterward Mr. Bush said he 
did not so instruct me, and I became convinced 
that I was mistaken in thinking so. 

Q.—What about Reilly? A.—He came to New: 
Haven the day I arrested the Malley boys, and left 
on Monday. He told who he was, and said he waa 
a friend of Blanche. 

Mr. Jones objected, and Mr. Doolittle explained: 
“T want to show that this girl voluntarily made a 
confession, and that it can properly be introduced 
in this case. { want to show all that was done with: 
reference to this girl, so that the court can deter- 
mine whether it was a voluntary act.”” After some 
further argument, Judge Granger said he thoughts 
the evidence had better come in. 

The witness continued: “Reilly came to the 
court-room at West Haven and I made an ap- 
pointment to meet him at Howe’s Pavilion. [ 
asked Blanche about him,if he was a friend of 
hers. She said he was only an acquaintance. 
Afterward she said he was afriend. I asked if she 
cared to see him, and she said she did. 
After that I had an hour’s interview with 
Reilly. and then we went to the house 
where Blanche was and had atalk. Thesubstance 
of what Reilly said to Blanche was for her to tell 
all that she knew, that these men were friendly to 
her. and for to take their advice and cut loose 
from the Malleys. Blanche said she had told al’ 
that she had got to tell, and that there was nothing 
more for her to say. This interview took 
place between 38 and 4:30 Monday after 
noon. It was on the day following, about 8:30 
in the morning, that Mr. Blydenburgh came 
there to see her, and she said she did not care ta 
see him. When I reeeived the note from my wifé 
saying that Blanche was worried about changing 
her lawyer, a message was sent by telephone, by 
either Mr. Hall or Mr. Kelsey or Dr. Painter, ta 
Judge Henry Stoddard, of New-Haven, to hava 
him come to West-Haven and act as counsel for 
the girl I think the reply was that the 
Judge was out of town or out of 
the State. Dr. Painter and I leit the house 
with the understanding that she wanted to change 
her counse! and tell all she knew. Just how City 
Attorney Picket was sent forI don’t know. but he 
came the next day. I can’t tell when I talked ta 
her about the $2,000 reward, for I talked to her ail 
the time for 16 davs.” ; 

Q.—When did you have your first conversation 
with her? A.—Saturday night, when I went 
home with her from the eourt-room. I told 
her she had finally got herself into a bad 
snap by lying. I told her that if she had 
told the truth, and hadn’t run away to New-York, 
she probabiy wouldn’t have been arrested. I told 
her, also, that Walter Malley wouldn’t have any- 
thing more to do with her; that he wasa promi- 
nent merchant’s sen, with plenty of money. Now 
that this thing bad got before the public, 1 said, he 
would naturally quit her. 

Q.—When did you talk with her again? A.—The 
next morning—Sunday morning.‘ I was reading a 
paper when I heard her and my wife in conversa- 
tion. I dropped the paper beeause I knew the con- 
versation was something I wanted to get hold of. 

Mr. Jones—Up to this time had any of these other 
gentlemen talked with her? A.—No, Sir; I went 
into the room where = wife and Blanche were 
talking, and after listening a while asked Blanche 
if she was through. She said she was, and I told 
her it was a pretty good story to end up there. 

There was some objection to giving this conver- 
sation, but Judge Granger told the witness to goon. 

The witness continued: “The statement Blanche 
made to my wife that Sunday morning was about 
the same that she made tothe Coroner’s jury. She 
said that she went to ride to Buell’s with Walter 
Malley, and that when she got there James, Jen- 
nie, Mrs. Brown, and John Duff arrived. She told 
of another ride with Walter, James, and Jennie. 
They went to the shore and had supper. On 
the same evening, on their return, they 
had ice-cream in the Foote Building [over 
Redcliffe’s.] She also told of being in the Malley 
house with Walter, James, and Jennie Wednesday 
night. There she stopped, and I told her it was @ 
good place to stop, because the story was thin. She 
said that at the Malley house they had fruit, re 
freshments, and singing. She said nothing at that 
time about James Malley earrying Jennie up 
stairs. It is my impression that she said she and 
Jennie slept ia one room and James and Walter in 
another. I told her that she had better tell all that 
she knew; that it would be better for her, as they 
would probably drop the case against her, but that 
she would probably have to wait around until aftes 
the trial of the Malleys. 

Mr. Doolittle—Pass to the next interview. A.— 
It was along toward evening on that day. I tried 
to get up a conversation, but could not. Lhad am 
other talk with her that night, Then she told m¢ 
that she and Walter oceupied one room and Jamet 
and Jennie another. 

Q.—Did she say anything about James-carrying 
Jennie up stairs? A.—She said James had Jennié 
in his arms and that both of them were laughing. 
I don’t remember whether she said he carried her 
all the way or not. Shesaid they went into one 
room and she and Walter into another. She said 
that while they were down stairs they were all 
throwing bananas and orange peels back and forth, 
Also that Jennie called her into her room and 
wanted her to occupy the bed with ber. Blanche 
refused and retired into Walter’s room. 

Q.—What did she say about her sickness? A.— 
She said she was sick some, but not to amount te 
anything. 

Q.—When did you have another conversation 
with her? A.—Monday morning. It was very 
short. I asked her if she had made up her mind t¢ 
tellany more. I told her it wouldn’t hardly do tc 
end her story there; that she couldn’t expect much 
benefit from such a story as that. The same day— 
after the arrest of the Malleys—I told her we had 
got her chums in jail and that probably she would 
have to go there with them, unless she was willing 
to go before the jury and tell all she knew. She 
said she had told it. 

Q.—What was your next conversation? A.—The 

next morning I asked herif she was willing to do 
what Dr. Painter asked her to do. She said she 
was. 
Q.—What had the Doctor asked hertodo? A.— 
He had brought up Sadie Munroe’s letter from 
New-York. He toid her that his intentions were 
good; that if she would do ashe advised her it 
would be best for her.

He said: ‘* I understood at this time that she had 
about decided to throw Mr. Blydenburgh overboard 
and that she wanted to tell another story.

Iwas asked if 1 would 
provide her eounsel in my capacity as Town Agent, 
and promised to do so. r. Peck showed me what 
he had penned, and I said that was about the way 
I would convey my reply.” 

Q.—Did you understand you were teeing 
protection?

It was agreed by counsel upon both sides that 
the question of the admission of Blanche’s second 
statement—already testified to by Sheriff Peck— 
should be submitted without argument. Judge 
Granger said: “ I don’t think the evidence can be 
admitted, because it is in violation of a prin- 
cipie of law we all know. The testimony was 

isoned at the fountain. The first step taken to 

duce these statements was a violation of the 
rule, although I think it was done from the best of 
motives. Itis very clear to my mind that the girl 
was brought to make her second statement from 
these influences brought to bearupon her. The 
testimony, therefore, is not admissible and I ex- 
clude it.” 

William Twining testified that he knew Jennie 
Cramer, and had bought cigars of her at her 
father’s store. Friday afternoon, Aug. 5, about an 
hour after dinner, he saw her walking in Temple- 
street with a young man who wore a straw hat 
with a blue band in which were little dots. On the 
cross-examination the witness was asked whether 
he had uot said in Harry Bloxam’s saloon, Meriden, 
that he expected to make a stake out of this case 
Store he got through. He answered in the nega- 

ve. 

'» Sheriff Peck was recalled, and identified a hand- 
kerchief which he said Reilly found among Blanche 
Douglass’s effects in New-York. He had the fol- 
lowing upon it, in lead-pencil marks: ‘131 East 
84th street. Gaston.” It was explained that the 
Stato claimed that Blanche Douglass held the 
handkerchief {n her hand while giving her first 
story to the members of the Ceroner’s jury. The 
witness said that Blanche said it was her handker- 
chief. He went to New-York after it, but could 
not findit. Reilly brought it up with him. 

This closed the testimony for the day, and the 
court adjourned until Tuesday at 10 o’clock. Now 
that the admissions of Blanche Douglass to Sheriff 
Peck have been ruled out, it is thought that the 
State Attorney will make no attempt to introduce 
the confession made by the girl ata midnight ses- 
sion of the jury of inquest in West Haven. al- 
though it has been supposed he relied to a great 
extent upon this to prove his case. This midnight 
confession, according to a member of the jurv, 
was substantially as given below. It is given in 
the language of the juror: 

“She said that she became acquainted with 
Waiter Malley six months before she came to New- 
Haven the first time. Walter found her where she 
Was living, and told her that his name was Walter 
Haviland, of New-Haven. He gave her this as his 
Post Office address. He made several visits, and 
finally came once or twice a week. He wanted 
her to come to New-Haven in July, and she object- 
ed—that they would both get into a scrape— 
but he was determined, and she came on 
with Walter and John Duff, Jr, on the 
New-York boat. She became acquainted with 
Jennie Cramer through Walter, and rode several 
times in parties of which she was one. One Thurs- 
day night, the week before the tragedy, she and 
Jennie and the two Malley boys went to the Foote 
Building aftera ride. She went with Walter into 
one room and left Jennie and James in another. 
While she was with Walter she heard Jennie 
stream “don’t, don’t,” several times, Then she 
went out of herroom with Walter, and all four went 
home. Wednesday night, Aug. 3, Jennie Cramer 
went to Blanche’s room at the Elliott House to see 
about a handkerchief which Blanche said she had 
lost. James Malley wasin the room when Jennie 
came and urged her to go up to Walter's honse, 
and she finally consented. Bianche admitted that 
she was not sick at the Malley house; she only 
shammed to keep Jennie there al! night. 
Jennie did not want to stay, and, while 
the Malleys and Blanche were trying to 
— her, James picked Jennie up _ bod- 
lyand carried her up stairs *by main force, she 
screaming and resisting, to a room, where he passed 
the night with her. Jennie cried out so that 
Bianche was frightened, and she went up stairsand 
told herhernot to makeso much noise or she 
would alarm the neighbors. Blanche would not 
ndmit that she ever saw Jennie Cramer later than 
Thursday noon. After Jennie’s body was found at 
West Haven and Blanche had been eompelled to 
move from the Elliott House she went 
to the austin House, and _ registered un- 
der the name of Clements. This was on 
Saturday. On Sunday afternoon and evening Judge 
Blydenburgh and the Maileys and John Duff passed 
several hours with her, fixing up a story to be told 
to the jury of inquest. After several stories had 
been rejected, it was decided that Blanche should 
give her residence as at No. 231 East Thirty-fourth- 
street, New-York, witha Mrs. Gaston. John Duff 
suggested the name and address, and Walter wrote 
them on a corner of a handkerchief she was to 
teep in hor hand while testifying. This is the hand- 
kerchief which Sheriff Peck brought back from 
New-York a few days after the arrest of Blanche. 
Sunday night Blanche made sure that she knew 
the story and was ready to testify. Whilein New- 
York, Blanche said that two of the Malleys eame 
to her and asked her if she would go to Europe if 
they would pay her expenses. She coneluded she 
did not dare to run away.”

HARVARD CLASS RACES. 


ROUGH WATER AND SLOW TIME—A VICTORY 
FOR THE SENIORS. 

Boston, May 19.—The annual Spring races 
of Harvard College took place to-day over the 
Charles River course, distance two miles. 
There have been three postponements of the 
races since last Saturday, and at 1 o’clock to- 
day, when the boats took their positions in 
line, there was a stiff wind blowing up the course 
that bid fairto cause further delay. It was finally 


decided, however, to attempt the race. The 
Sophomores had first position—counting from 
the wall—Juniors next, with the Seniors 
and Freshmen outside. There was more 
than the usual delay in getting into 
line, and when at last the word was given the 
Juniors had not all had time to strip. The Seniors 
first took water and shot at onee to the front, the 
other three boats being bunched together. At 
the end of the minute the Seniors were rowing 37 
strokes, the Juniors 33, the Sophomores 34, and the 
Freshmen 382. ‘The two leading crews, especially 
the Seniors, were pulling splendidly, with the 
latter one and a half lengths to the fore. 
From this time on the race was practically 
between these two crews, the Sophomores being 
already three lengths behind, and the Freshmen 
hopelessly in the rear of them. At about 
one-half the length of the course the 
Juniors, by a magnificent spurt, redueed the 
lead of the Seniors by a_ length. But 
this was the utmost of the advantage 
gained, and from that point to the finish 
smooth water being reached, the two boats sped 
along marking each minute by 30}4 and 381 strokes 
respectively, each erew responding to the encour- 
aging shouts of the excited classmates along the 
embankment, and finally erossing the line in the 
same position maintained for the last mile.

LOSSiS BY FIRE.

A fire broke out on the eastside of Chestnut-

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


MR. SHIPHERD AND HIS BUDGET 
OF DOCUMENTE. 
THE FOREIGN AFFAIRS COMMITTEE DECIDE 
TO EXAMINE THE PAPERS AND QUESTION 
MR. SHIPHERD AGAIN, IF NECESSARY. 

Wasuinaton, May 19.—The House Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs to-day adopted the follow- 
ing preamble and resolutions: 

Whereas, Jacob R. Shipherd, after declining to an- 
swer the questions propounded to him by the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs on the 17th inst.,applied to 
the Chairman of the committee for an opportunity 
to be heard by this committee, and said in the 

resence of the Chairman an Messrs. Rice, Blount, and 

Imont, members of the committee, that he had a 
written statement prepared in which he had em- 
bodied extracts from letters which he deemed ma- 
terial to the investigation before the committee, 
which statement would probably occupy three ses- 
sions of the committee of an hour and a half each; and 

Whereas, When asked if he would produce the origi- 
nals of said letters he replied that he might produce 
some but not all of them, but that he would show 
them privately to a sub-committee if Senator Blair 
would consent, but that he should decline to appear 
before the committee at all unless permitted to make 
and argue, as in a court of justice, a series of motions 
to strike out portions of the testimony already taken 
by the committee, which request and statement he 
desired should be submitted by the Chairman 
to the full committee, which has been done, to- 
gether witha letter dated May 17, 1882, purporting 
to be written by the saia Shipherd, in which, among 
other things, occurs the following paragranh: “{ 
now beg to notify the committee through you that I 
am prepared, and have at all times since the subpoena 
was served upon me veen prepared, tosupply in effect, 
although I cannot literally, all the evidence calle 
for”; therefore 

Resolved, That the committee havin 
minate the examination of the said Shipherd upon 
his refusal to produce the papers called for, that he 
be permitted to submit to the committee for their 
inspection any original papers which he alleges to be 
pertinent to this inquiry without reserve as to any 
part of their contents, and if sueh ponerse be found 
pertinent to this inquiry the same will be received, 
and said witness further examined to 
same if there shail be occasion therefor. 

Resolvec, That the clerk be instructed to communi- 
cate a copy of this resoiution to the said Shipherd, 

It is believed that Mr. Shipherd will not lay 
before the committee any of the original papers 
referred to in his letter to Chairman Williams, and 
that he has decided to have no further eommuni- 
cation with the committee unless compelled to ap- 
pear before them by a mandate of the House.

INDIAN TROUBLES THREATENED. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—The War Depart- 
ment has received a dispatch through Major-Gen. 
Pope, which says: “The situation at the Mesealero 
Ageney is much the same, only worse than it was 
with the Cheyennes. The Mescaleros must be fed 
or they will starve. The Indian Bureau, as appears, 
can’t feed them. The Army must, therefore, feed 
them, or a heavy military force must be placed 
around them to make them starve peaceably. 
There is time yet to provide for them, but it cannot 
safely be postponed. It should be attended to at 
once.” Under date of the Mescalero Agency, May 
15, Agent Llewellyn has sent the following di vatch 
to Inspector Howard, of the Indian Office: ‘* Tele- 


| graph me at once if it is true that Congress has 


made no appropriation for subsistence of these 
Indians. Beef and flour will last until July 1. I 
have private arrangements to make, and want my 
family away from here by July 1.

THE RIGHTS OF MARRIED WOMEN. 
WASHINGTON, 19.—-First Controller 
Lawrence has rendered an opinion affecting the 
tights of married women as holdersof United 
States registered bonds. In the case in point an 
American lady married toa foreignerand tempora- 
rily residing in the District of Columbia, in January, 
1879, purchased with her own means certain regis- 
tered bonds, which were registered in her name. She 
became insane in 188i, and was, of course, unable 
to indorse or collect the checks issued in her name 
for the payment of the interest on ber bonds, 
whereupon her husband claimed the right to collect 
the checks on his own indorsement, and to have 
the bonds transferred in his name, Judge Law- 
rence, in passing upon the claim, ad- 
mits that when the law of a hus- 
band’s foreign domicile gives him the right

to bonds owned by his wife at time of marriage, or | 


which come to her by gift afterward, the husband 
has a right to the transfer of the bonds in his name, 
but he also holds that when, after marriage, bonds 
are purchased as in this case, the law in force in 
the District of Columbia is, in effect, that the wife 
isthe sole owner of the bonds, and the Lusband 
can in no way control them. Judge Lawrence 
states that at common law a married woman can- 
not indorse or collect notes payable to her, and, 
though the husband may do so, this rule does not 
apply to bonds registered in the name of a wife or 
to interest checks registered in her name; also, 
that she may, without the consent of her husband, 
indorse and collect interest checks and assign and 
sell Government bonds or collect when due. A 
guardian or committee may be appointed to col- 
lect in the case in point.

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A FIGHT FOR PATRONAGE 


REPUBLICAN FREEHOLDERS TRY- 
ING TO OBTAIN THEIR RIGHTS. 
THE AUTOCRATIC ACTION OF A DEMOCHATIC 

DIRECTOR AT LARGE—THE HUDSON 
COUNTY (N. J.) FREEHOLDERS TO SET- 
TLE THE QUESTION IN TEE COURTS. 
Counselor Cornelius S. See, of Jersey City, 
has begun the preparation of the papers by which 
he proposes to test the relative right of a Board of 
Freeholders that no longer exists and a Board of 
Freeholders that does exist to manage the county 
affairs of Hudson County. The trick resorted to 
by the old Board of Freeholders to perpetuate 
their hold on the political places within the gift of 
the board was an outrage upon decency, and a 
plain usurpation of the rights of their successors in 
office. Hudson is a strong Democratic County, 
and it is not very often that the Republicans can 
succeed in electing a majority of the members of 
the governing county board. The Board of 
Freeholders whose term of office ended 
on May 1 was, as its predecessors for 
many years had been, largely Democratic. The 
men who fill the places of honor and trust within 
its gift were, with the exception of County Treas- 
urer Kingsland, who shot himself a few days ago, 


like their masters, Democrats. One appointment 
made by tuem during the last year was a particu- 
larly discreditable one. It was that of ex-Alderman 
and ex-Police Commissioner David C. Joyce to the 
position of Keeper of the County Jail. The people 
made no active protest against the appointment at 
the time it was made, but nursed their wrath 
quietly till election day came around. Very many 
of the Freeholders whose votes had assisted to put 
Joyce in the new place had been renominated, and 
when the ballots had been counted it was seen that 
without a single exception every man of them had 
been voted out of public office. The result was 
that the board elected to succeed them was largely 
Republican. Of the 20 Democratic candidates only 
% were chosen, and the Republicans secured a 
clean majority of 6 in the new board. 

If they could not sit in the Freeholders chairs’ for 
the next year, the Democrats determined at any 
rate to steal the patronage that would fall to their 
Republican successors, and resorted to a trick to 
doit. The Clerk of the Board, the County Counsel, 
the keepers and under keepers, matrons, black- 
smiths, laborers, and errand boys employed in the 
various county institutions, who would have been 
thrown out of place probably by the change in the 
political complexion of the board, resigned their 
places and were immediately reappointed for a 
year, so that when the new—the Republican— 
board came into office early in May they found all 
the places that ought to have been at their disposal 
filled with an army of Democratic retainers—and 
some of them specially unsavory specimens of offi- 
cials even for Democrats. Even their Clerk had 
been elected, and the right of every board to se- 
lect its own Clerk was denied them. 

In the scheme by which these men were to be 
kept in office, the anomalous relations of the pre- 
siding officer of the board to the board itself were 
counted upon asa valuable aid. He is elected by 
the people of the county at large onee in three 
years only, The Freeholders themselves are elected 
in districts each year, and the Democratic presiding 
officer of the last board became by operation of 
law the presiding officer of its Republican succes- 
sor. If he had been invested with only the orai- 
nary privileges of a presiding officer he might not 
have beenavery imposing factorin the Democratic 
programme of larceny, but he possesses a veto 
power that has enabied him to keep the Republi- 
can majority, fighting to enforce its rights, at bay 
tor nearly a month. In times past tne veto could 
not be overridden. It was final, absolute. and 
conclusive. A year or two ago he was shorn of 
his autocratie prerogative to some extent, and a 
two-thirds vote was declared to be enough to over- 
ride the yeto. Director at Large Frederick P. Bud- 
den at ‘tho first meeting of the new board showed 
his willingness to exercise what was left of his 
veto prerogative for all it was worth tocarry out 
the scheme his political friends had inaugurated. = 

When the new board met to organize about three 
weeks ago, u motion was made to proceed to the 
election of a Clerk. Budden held that Capt. Georce 
B. Fielder, who sat at the Clerk’s desk without a 
blush on his face, had been already chosen to the 
place, and declaring the motion out of order re- 
fused to putit. The Republicans appealed from 
his ruling. There were 13 votes against him and 7 
for him. The ruling had clearly not been sustained, 
but Mr. Budden set up the novel claim that the 
ruling was a veto, and that it had been sustained 
because there was not a two-thirds yote against it. 
The board adjourned, met again, went through 
the same formula, and adjourned again without 
doing any business. 

Thursday afternoon another meeting was held. 
The Republican majority was prepared to take the 
Democratic bull by the horns and wrestle with it 
to the end. Freeholder Baldwin had a paper to 
offer protesting against the dictatorial arrogance 
of the Director’s assumptions, and declaring it to 
be the duty of the board to proceed to the eleetion 
of a Clerk. He tendered it to the Director. 

**Hand it to the Clerk,” Budden ordered, bowing 
to Capt. Fielder.

“Now,” said Baldwin, when the reading had 
been finished, “I move the adoption of the reso- 
lution.”’ 

The Director ruled it out of order, and an appeal 
was taken, with the old time result of 6 for and 13 
against the Director.

Free- 
holders Shrope and Baldwin argued with him, but 
to no purpose, and the discussion was still in prog- 
ress when Freeholder Govern, a Democrat, moved 
an adjournment.

WENDELL PHILLIPS’S HOME. 
From the Boston Saturday Evening Gazette. 

During this week will be demolished a house 
with a peculiar history. Unless we err, it has had 
but one tenant. It was never gladdened with the 


birth of a child; it has never been shadowed bya 
death. The owner goes forth from it a grand, 
world-renowned, but somewhat solitary figure, 
having entered it 40 years ago, a brilliant young 
man, with eloquence and leadership in his eyes. 
He has lived through extreme vicissitudes, At 
times he has been the ebject of virulent hatred; his 
name has been reviled, himself mocked by the 
populace, and even followed to his deor by hoot- 
ing mobs. Again, he has been applauded by the 
same tickle people with an enthusiasm which knew 
no bounds. Allin40 years. After the election of 
President Harrison in 1840 (upon the intellectual 
and statesmanlike platform of log cabin and hard 
cider) a new street just opened in Bostoa was 
named Harrison-avenue. At its easterly end 
it touches Essex-street, and in that street, 
recisely opposite the head of the avenue, 
is a very plain brick house of two 
stories—the house we are now describing. The 
front door is painted or grained with a somewhat 
dingy color, and it bears in a faded black parallelo- 
gram the name 


Within, the same studious plainnessisseen. Most 
of our smart clerks, to say nothing of success- 
ful shopmen and mechanics, have in their houses 
finer carpets and curtains, more elegant furniture 
and bric-d-brac, and more of the airy nothings that 
give bloom and beauty tocity homes. The interior 
of this house has little to show except its treasures 
of books, letters, and i na materials of fu- 
ture history; yet few houses have been more hon- 
ored by visitors from a distance, and very few aro 
so rich in memorable associations.

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OPENING HIS SON’S GRAVE. 


A GERMAN’S STRANGE METHOD oF SETTLING 
A DISPUTE WITH AN UNDERTAKER. 


Batavia, May 19.—The village of Oakfield, 
in this county, is thoroughly excited over the 
actions of a German named Charles Hirsch, who 
has dug open the grave of his son Charles for the 
purpose of ascertaining the material of which the 
coffin is composed. In December, 1880, malignant 
diphtheria appeared in the family of Hirsch, who 
was the father of several children. The disease 


was of the most destructive type, and, one after 
another, in quick succession, he was bereft of five 
of his children. A ehild would be attacked in 
the morning, and at night would be dead, 
and within 24 hours buried. One son drank 
a fcup of coffee, and in 15 minutes 
was taken with choking and died almost instantly. 
At this time the burial of another child was taking 
place. A Batavia undertaker had charge of the fu- 
nerals, five in one week, and afew weeks ago some 
difficulty arose between him and Hirsch io refer- 
ence to the quality of the coffins which were pro- 
vided. The undertaker claimed they were of cer- 
tain materials, while the father and purchaser be 
lieved he had been cheated. 

T. e misunderstanding coula not be made clear, 
so the German determined to open one of tha 
graves and satisfy himself. He employed the sex- 
ton to assist him, and proceeded to the burying: 
ground, With spades and shovels they accom: 
plished their work speedily, for the grave was in 
a low portion of the cemetery. and the earth wat 
filled with water and was handled readily. Thes 
began operations about 10 o’clock in the morning, 
and in an hour anda half had the grave opened 
and the coffin-box was reached. With tools with 
which he had thoughtfully provided himsell 
Hirseh unscrewed tho top of the box and re 
moved it. Then he erushed in the glass at the 
head of the coffiz. The body had been buried 
nearly 17 months, and the order which arose from 
it in its advanced state of decomposition was ex- 
tremely nauseating. It was borne with cooiness, 
however, and the work was prosecuted. The 
coffin was nearly filled with water, and it Is 
said the body was actually floating in 
it. The head and upper. part of the 
body were best preserved. With a stout stick 
Hirsch raised the head of his son’s corpse and 
— it up so that he could get a piece of the 

ottom of the coffin. He succeeded, and then 
broke off splinters of the sideand top. Having 
secured what he had worked so hard for, Hirsch, 
assisted by the sexton, filled the grave and 
jeft it. It is reported that at noon Hirsch 
left the grave and secured his dinner, entering the 
dining-room of the village hotel and being ordered 
out by the landlord on account of the unbearable 
stench with which his clothes seemed to be impreg 
nated. When the news of his proceeding became 
noised about, much indignation prevailed and 
expressions of condemnation were heard on 
all sides. By some it was charitably con: 
sidered that the man was insane, while others be- 
lieved he did it without knowing better. The for 
mer theory prevails, however, for citizens of Batavia 
who know him, state that for some time they have 
noticed peculiarities in his conduct which would 
be inexplicable inasane man. He is a prosperous 
farmer and evidently is well to do. There is a 
growing feeling over his strange actions, but it is 
not likely the authorities will make any move in 
the matter. Hirsch rendered himself amenable to 
the law, however, besides endangering the bealth of 
many persons, by opening the grave and permitting 
the foul, poisonous gases and odors to escape. The 
grave was open for nearly three hours.

Effier slept weil last night and breakfasted heartily 
this morning, after which, with a composed de- 
meanor. and attended by the Sheriff and a guard of 
60 armed men and followed by an immense crowd, 
he rode to the gallows, erected half a mile 
from the town limits. After prayer at the 
galiows, Effler harangued the crowd for an hour, 
and expressed his willingness to die. His neck was 
broken by the fall, and after the body had remained 
suspended for 20 minutes it was given to his rela- 
tives. The hanging was witnessed by a crowd of 
5,000 persons, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 19.—W. W. Rea 
was hanged at Pulaski, 8i miles from WNash- 
ville, at 3 o’clock this afternoon, for the 
murder of James TT. Goodrum, on the 
night of July 23, 1881, near Diena, Giles 
County, about 15 miles north of Pulaski. The 
number of persons who witnessed the hanging is 
estimated at from $3,000 to $4,000. A number 
of women and children, mostly from the coun- 
try districts, were present. ‘The negroes formed 
a large portion of the crowd. The hanging took

NEWCOMB’S TESTIMONY OVERHAULED. 


The proceedings before the Assembly Judici- 
ary Committee in the Westbrook-Ward investiga- 
tion at the St. James Hotel yesterday wers interest- 
ing, although shorter than usual. The attendance of 


spectators was quite large, many persons having 
been attracted doubtless by the expectation of hoar- 
ing some startling testimony from Mr. Ira Shafer, 
upon whose shoulders Rufus F. Andrews threw 
the burden of proving the truth of his (Andrews’s) 
written charges. They were disappointed, how- 
ever, very seriously. There were eight members 
of the committee present, these being Messrs, 
Poucher, Chairman; Livingston, Chamberlain, 
Searl, Parker, Potter, Smith. and Morrison. The 
absent members were Messrs. Chapin, Armstrong, 
and McClelland. Mr. Stetson arose as soon as the 
committee was called to order and stated that ex- 
Senator Harris and himself had reached a mutual 
understanding with reference to the introduction 
of testimony taken by the special committee (ap- 
pointed by the Assemby to investigate the affairs 
of certain insolvent insurance companies. He held 
in his hand a printed pamphlet of 683 pages, 
which, he said, contained “but a fractional 
part, and @ very small fractional part, of 


the testimony” taken by that committee. He said 
that he desired to submit the testimony of Joseph 
0. Tobias, John P. O’Neil, George W. Wingate, 
Cornelius D. Westbrook, John Kelly, Edward Kear- 
ney, Theodoric R. Westbrook, and Henry J. Cullen, 
Jr.,in evidence before the Judiciary Committee. 
&x-Senator Harris also offered in evidence the tes- 
timony given by Henry J. Scudder, together with 
the testimony of Francis N. Bangs, who was sworn 
before Mr. Scudder as Referee. The testimony 
was accepted with the understanding that it should 
be read by the committee, but not reprinted. 

Tra Shafer was then sworn. He said ho was en- 
gaged in the controversy in which Alexander Stew- 
art, of Vermont, and Ann Jane Bailey were plaint- 
iffs, and Cornelia M. Stewart and Henry Hilton 
were defendants. The action was brought in May, 
1878, and about the Ist of September of the same 
year the witness was applied to by Messrs. Alex- 
ander & Green, lawyers, to make a motion to 
substitute himself for Mr. Stiilman F. Kneeland, 
as counsel for Mr. Stewart on the ground that he 
had brought the action without the knowledge 
or authority of his client. The motion was 
made before Judge Westbrook in New-York 
City, and in the following January it 
granted. Immediately after being substituted for 
Mr. Kneeland as counsel for Mr. Stewart, Mr.

When Mr. Perry announeed that he was through 
with the witness, the Hon. Thomas C. E. Ecclesine 
nddressed the committee in behalfof Mr. R. F. An- 
drews. He said that in view of the serious nature 
of the charge and the responsibility that rested 
upon Mr. Andrews, the latter asked the privilege 
of cross-examining Mr. Shafer. 

Mr. Harris very promptly objected, claiming that 
it was not part of the committee’s duty to vindicate 
Mr. Andrews, The latter had made a charge which 
had been exploded, andif he wanted to vindicate 
himself in the matter there was a proper tribunal 
for him to apply to. 

Chairman Poucher said he considered that it 
would be improper for the committee to go into 
the matter of vindicating Mr. Andrews or any 
other outside party. If Mr. Andrews had any ques- 
tions to suggest tothe counsel for the committee, 
to be put to the witness, he might suggest them. 

At this point Mr. Shafer said he wished to ex- 
plain about the checks that Mr. Andrews had testi- 
fied to having seen on a table ina room at the 
Windsor Hotel. ‘‘He did not see those checks at 
the Windsor,"’ said the witness, “‘butin my oftice 
in the Equitable Building, He sawa check bearing 
the signature of Alexander & Green iying on my 
table one day, and he made this remark, which [ 
remember perfectly well: ‘Ah, bringing forth 
fruits already?” 

Mr. Ecciesine took a seat next to thatof Mr. 
Perry, and suggested two or three questions, 
which were answered by the witness. This being 
a rather slow proceeding, Mr. Ecclesine once 
more appealed to the committee to be allgwed 
to ask his questions direct, putting the request on 
the ground of personal convenience. ‘‘Go on,” 
said Chairman Poucher; ‘‘ ask him what you wish 
to know.” 

Mr. Shafer stated, in answer to Mr. Ecclesine’s 
questions, that he supposed Alexander & Green 
were the counsel for the Stewart estate, and that 
he was employed substantially for the Stewart 
estate himself. He regarded the interests of the 
Stewart estate and the interests of his ciient as 
identical under the circumstances, inasmuch as 
bis client was desirous of having the suit discon- 
tinued. The witness never had any talk with ex- 
Judge Hilton about this matter. All of his business 
was transacted with members of the firm of Alex- 
ander & Green. The motion made by him before 
Judge Westbrook to have the suit discontinued 
was based on the affidavits of Alexander Stewart, 
his wife, his son, his danghter, and 380 or 40 resi- 
dents of Vermont. Alexander Stewart told the 
witness that he had been imposed on and that he 
had never authorized the suit. 

Mr. Ecclesine—What amounts were paid you by 
Alexander & Green for your services? 

The Witness—My impression is that I received 
$1,000 as the first payment. It was understood that 
my fee was to be 25,000. The last payment made 
to me was $2,500. 

Mr. Ecclesine~What did the disbursements 
amount to? 

The Witness—I should say from $6,000 to $7,000. 

Mr, Ecclesine—What were they? 

The Witness—The papers in our side of. the case 
were published in the Zridune, Tue Times, the 
World, and the Herald: every paper except the Sun, 
They were published on the second or third pages 
as reading matter, at $2 or $2 50 per line, amount- 
ing in all to between $6,000 and $7,000. 

Mr. Ecclesine—Were these statements accom- 
panied by editorials? 

The Witness—I think the Worid said they read 
like a romance. 

Mr. Shafer said he never furnished any item- 
ized accounts to Alexander & Green for his dis- 
bursements. He was authorized to go ahead and 
do whatever, in his judgment was proper. Alex- 
ander & Green drew their checks for what money 
be wanted, and he indorsed them. He had in his 
memorandum book an account of every dollar re- 
ceived by him from Alexander & Green. Mr. 
Shafer said he knewthe late Morgan L. Dayton, 
but did not know that he wasa partner of Judge 
Westbrook. 

Mr. Ecclesine—Did you know of any money being 
paid to bim in the progress of this Stewart litiga- 
tion? 

The Witness—No, Sir. 

Mr. Shafer was asked if he knew a lawyernamed 
E.H. Brandon. He replied that he did, and that 
——s had occupied an office adjoining his own, 

ut there the inquiry concerning Mr. Brandon sud- 
denly ceased. 

Mr. Harris—You said that Judge Westbrook was 
holding court in New-York when you made your 
motion before him? 

The Witness—Yes, Sir. The order to show cause 
was granted by Judge Donohue, but he was ill, and 
Judge Westbrook was holding court in his place. 
Without meaning any disrespect to the latter, I 
would say right here that I had much rather have 
arcued the case before Judge Donohue. Judge 
Westbrook was not of our selection. 

To Mr. Stetson the witness said that he made an 
agreement before Judge Westbrook in the applica- 
tion for leave to issue Receiver's certificates for the 
Manhattan Railway. He appeared for Mr. Sylves- 
ter H. Kneeland, the banker, and was working in 
good fiith to have the order granted. He wanted 
to have the order issued in such a form that the 
money could be raised. 

Thomas K. Fell, a clerk in the law office of Dillon 
& Swayne, identified copies of certain documents 
that had been submitted by his employers in com- 
pliance with the request of the counsel for the 
committee. 

Mr. Stetson said he desired to recall Mr, Rufus

He was called to contredict the 
testimony, or statement, of Receiver Newcomb, 
that he was never charged with frauculent pruc- 
tices in connection with the soldiers’ vete 
in 1864, and that he did not secure his 
own release and immunity from pupbishment 
by turning States evidence against Donahue 
and Ferry, both of whom were convicted and im- 
prisoned and subsequently pardoned. Capt. Smith 
said he arrested Mr. Newcomb on a charge of 
fraud in connection with the ballot of the soldiers, 
and in a general way communicated to Newcomb 
at the time the nature of the charge #gainst him. 
After his arrest witness took bim to Gen. Wallace’s 
head-quarters at the Eutaw House, where there 
were assembled Gen. Wallace, Frederick Seward, 
then Assistant Secretary of State, and Gen, 
Woelley, and an arrangement was then made b 
them in the witness’s presence that if Newcom 
should testify on the trial of Donahue and Ferry, 
whom witness had arrested on the same charge, 
Newcomb should be held free and not prosecuted. 
Subsequently Newcomb did appear as a witness 
before the Military Commission who tried Donahue 
and Ferry, and after so testifying he was dis- 
charged. 

To ex-Senator Harris—When first Newcomb was 
taken before Gen. Wallace he denied the charges. 
Witness then took Newcomb into the hallway and 
talked with him, telling him in effect the character 
of the evidence that had been accumulated against 
him, and there was plenty of it, and then they went 
back into Gen. Wallace’s room, and Newcomb ad- 
mitted the frauds, 

Q.—-What was the character of those frauds? 
A.—It was the manufacturing of affidavits, witha 

ower of attorney attached, purporting to have 

veen made by soldiers and sworn to before an 
officer of tne law, 

To Mr. Livingston—I was one of the two men 
who arrested Newcomb, but I did not then tell 
him, as he has testified, that there was no charge 
against him. 

Mr. Newcomb was recalled, and in answer to Mr, 
Harris’s questions said there was no truth in the 
statement that he was promised a release for testi- 
fying against Donahue and Ferry, and that in all 
the time he was in Baltimore he was not over 
three-quarters of an hour in Donahue & Ferry’s 
ofiice. He was sworn before the court-martial and 
examined, and simply stated what his connection 
with the affair was, swearing only to the identity 
oe certain papers. He never turned State's evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Van Alstyne, secretary of Receiver Van Val- 
kenburgh, and Russeil C, Root, former lessee and 
manager of the Lebanon Springs Railroad, were re- 
callea and examined at some length as to the gross 
earnings, expenses, and net revenue of the road 
under the two managements. Their testimony 
conflicted materially, owiag largely to the different 
theories on which each analyzed his own or the 
other’s books of account. Ex-Judge Andrews, of 
Hudson, N. Y., was recalled to state some minor 
points connected with his appearance as an attor- 
ney in the Lebanon Springs Railroad case. 

Mr. Andrews did not appear for examination 
after recess, but sent a clerk to say that he would 
be ready promptly this morning. The committee 
adjourned until 11 o’clock A. M. to-day.

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| MEETING DEATH FIRMLY

THE EXECUTION OF AUGUSTUS 
LEIGHTON IN THE TOMBS. 


THE LAST MOMENTS OF THE MURDERER— 


PENITENT AND RESIGNED TO HIS FATE 


—A BUNGLING JOB BY THE HANGMAN— 
STORY OF LEIGHTON’S CRIME. 

Augustus D. Leighton, the murderer of 
Mary Dean, was hanged in the courtyard of the 
Tombs Prison yesterday morning at 8:45. Leigh- 
ton, although he was known as a colored man, 


had so little black blood in his veins that he would 
have easily passed fora white man in any ordinary 
asserablage. He was magnificently formed, and pos- 
sessed a countenance striking for the intelligence 


which it displayed. The Rev. Mr, Morgan, Assist- 
ant Pastor of the Church of the Heavenly Rest, 


who was his spiritual adviser, says that he never 
saw aman who, in his opinion, was more sin-erely 
repentant, or more resigned to his fate, when he 
once became assured that it was unalterable. The 
last night on earth of the doomed man was almost 
barren of incidents. Deputy Sheriffs Dennett and 
Beggs were assigned to the last death watch, and 
with them Leighton conversed until midnight, 
smoking at intervals, and seeming to gain a great 
deal of comfort from his tobacco. He was evi- 
dently very nervous, but he was struggling hard to 
control himself, and he succeeded wonderfully. 
During the evening he confessed that his confi- 
dence in himself was not so strong as he 
wishea that it was, but he assured the 
Deputy Sheriff that he would try to go to the gal- 
lows like aman. He declared his intention of re- 
maining awake all night, but as midnight arew 


near he began to dose sitting in his chair in the 
corridor, and finally, at 12:10 yesterday morning, 
he was induced by Dr. Hardy, the prison physician, 
to goto bed. He had refused to eat anything dur- 
ing the night, although urged to doso by the Depu- 
ties and the Doctor, He retired to the*hospital cell, 
the same in which Sindram passed his last night on 
earth, and had scarcely touched the bed when he 
sank into a profound sleep. He slept soundly until 
4:20 in the morning, when he opened his eyes and 
lay for about two minutes with an expression of 
deep and perplexed thought on his face. He said 
nothing, but, turning over on his side, at once fell 
asleep again. His second nap was somewhat rest- 
less, and he moved often, as though troubled by 
disagreeable dreams. At 5:30 o’clock he suddenly 
started up in bed, rubbed his eyes, and stared 
around a moment as though surprised at his sur- 
roundings, and then, collecting his thoughts and 
returning to himself, he asked Deputy Dennett 
what time it was. Upon being answered, he said: 
“Well, I may as well get up,’ and proceeded to 
make his toilet for the last time in this world. 

When Leighton arose he was very calm, and the 
good effects of his long sleep were visible in his 
face. He had no fear of himself now, and assured 
his watchers that he would walk firmly to his 
death. He dressed himself in a suit of black diago- 
nal serge which had been provided for him, spent 
considerable time in tying the black necktie about 
his collar, and drew ona pair of gaiters which had 
been polished the evening before under his own 
eye. When dressed his appearance was as neat as 
though he were going toa wedding instead of to 
his own death. He took a few turns in the corridor 
with the Deputy Sheriffs, and spoke a few words to 
McGloin, who had risen bright and early to 
bid his fellow-murderer good-bye. At 6:10 the Rey. 
Mr. Morgan arrived at the prison. The condemned 
man received the reverend gentleman witha smile, 
and the two retired to the hospital cell, where a 
short religious service was held. When Leighton 
came out into the corridor agajn he looked very 
serious, but there was no indication of fear in his 
face, and the Deputy Sheriffs for the tirst time be- 
gan to feel certain that there would be no scene at 
the foot of the gallows. ‘The Rev. Mr. Morgan hur- 
ried out of the prison, with tears in his eyes, to get 
his breakfast, and Leighton himself sat down to bis 
last meal on earth. It consisted of eggs, coffee, 
and rolls, and he partook of it heartily and appar- 
ently with a good appetite. After concluding his 
breakfast he lighted a cigar, and walked up and 
down the corridor for a few minutes, in company 
with the Deputy Sheriffs. Then he went to Mc- 
Gloin’s cell and bade that murderer “good-bye” for 
the last time, and having done this he retired to 
the hospital cell, where he passed the time, until he 
was led to execution, in walking up and down the 
room or sitting on the bed, apparently in deep, but 
not disquieting, thought. 

Meantime the preparations for the hanging had 
all been completed. The gallows—the same which 
has been in use for the past 25 years, stood directly 
in front of the entrance to the women’s prison, 
and from the cross-beam depended a new rope 
specially provided for the occasion. The weights 
relied on to break the neck of Sindram weighed 
but 355 pounds and proved too light. To guard 
against a repetition of the blunder which occurred 
at that execution, 416 pounds of solid iron were at- 
tached to the rope from which Leighton was to 
hang. The hangman, a medium-sized man, with 
sandy mustache and goatee, and wearing a slouch 
hat, sauntered up and down the prison yard in the 
chilling air of the cloudy morning. He was joined oc- 
casionally by his son and assistant, the man who was 
to cut the rope holding the weights, and thus give 
the death blow tothe waiting wretch within the 
prison. Shortly before 7 o’clock the undertaker’s 
wagon was drivenin, and an imitation rosewood 
coflin was taken tothe women’s prison to remain 
there untilits victim was ready for it. On the sil- 
ver plate was the simple inscription, “ Augustus 
D. Leighton, died May 19, 1882, aged 2% years, 2 
months, 13 days.” At this time Centre-street, op- 
posite the Franklin-street corner of the Tombs, 
was rapidly filling with people, who seemed anxious 
to watch the stone walls of the prison, although 
they could not witness the judicial tragedy which 
vas to be enacted within. Inspeetor Murray was 
on hand with a large torce of policemen, and pre- 
vented the crowd from surging into Franklin- 
street and blocking up the entrance to the Tombs. 
Nothing was to be seen, but the crowd remained 
until the execution was accomplished, when it 
quietly dispersed. It is to the credit of the colored 
race that but very few of its representatives were 
present, 

It was 8:30 o’clock when the procession of Dep- 
uty Sheriffs, headed by Sheriff Peter Bowe and 
Under Sheriff Joel O. Stevens, marched into the 
Tombs yard and ranged themselves tothe right of 
the gallows. The persons holding passes—some 
hundred—followed, and were given positions to 
the north of the main entrance to the prison. The 
man in the slouch has followed the Sheriff into the 
prison and did his work of pinioning the arms, 
adjusting the black cap, and placing the noose 
around Leighton’s neck, while the death warrant 
was read to the doomed man. Leighton-stood the 
ordeal bravely, although his lip quivered, and it 
was very evident that the struggle to repress his 
feelings was a severe one. The procession to the 
gallows was speedily formed. Under Sheriff Stev- 
ens and Deputy Warden of the Tombs Mark Finley 
took the lead, followed by Leighton between Dep- 
uty Sheriffs Maxwell and McEntee, who had re 
lieved Dennett and Beggs at 6 o'clock, and the Rev. 
Mr. Morgan, who recited a portion of the Episcopal 
burial service as he walked. The sky was overcast 
with heavy clouds, and the air was chilly and dis- 
agreeable as the procession filed into the yard. The 
Deputy Sheriffs and spectators stood with uncov- 
ered heads as it passed them on the short road to 
the gallows. Leighton walked with a firm step. 
with his eyes fixed on the ground, until he stood 
beneath theswinging rope. The man in the slouch 
hat stepped quickly to his side, attached the rope 
to the noose around the condemned man’s neck, 
and drew down the biack cap, completely covering 
his face. Under Sheriff Stevens raised his hand- 
kerchief to his mouth, the dull thud of the falling 
weights was heard, and at 8:46 the body of Leigh- 
ton eprans six feet into the air, and fell back heav- 
ily till the slack of the rope was exhausted. 

The knot of the noose had been placed just un- 
der the chin of Leighton, the theory of the hang- 
man, based upon personal experience, being that 
the knot would slip round under the right ear 
when the noose was suddenly tightened by the 
tall of the weights. The theory in this case did 
not hold good, and Leighton hung with his head 
thrown back and the knot pressing upon his throat. 
The body at first hung straight and rigid, but the 
wheezing and heavy breathing of the man could be 
heard by the spectators 20 feetaway. Suddenly 
the right foot began to twitch, and then the right 
leg was raised in the air, and turned and 
twisted as though the man was suffering tor- 
ments. It was very apparent that Leighton 
was strangling to death, and everybody 
but the doctors turned away from the sickening 
sight. For fully three minutes the contortions of 
the body continued, and then it straightened out, 
and the only sign of life visible was the heaving of 
the breast and an occasional twitch of the hand. 
Atter hanging five minutes the body was partially 
lowered, and Drs, C. E. Locke, M. 8. Butties, 8. C. 
Parsons, and Thomas O’Brien made an examina- 
tion. The heart was still beating, but feebly. Three 
minutes later life was pronounced extinct, and 
after this the body was left hanging 20 minutes. 
At 9:13:30 the remains of Augustus D. Leighton were 
lowered into the coffin and placed in the under- 
taker’s wagon. The doctors officially announced 
that the man’s neck was broken, and that this was 
the cause of his death, 

The crime for which Leighton was executed was 
the murder of his mistress, Mary L. Dean, an octo- 
roon, on June 14, 1880. He had quarreled with the 
woman in a fit of jealousy, and on the even- 
ing of the murder he visited her house in West 
Twenty-sixth-street , and attempted to see 
her. She refused to see him and as_ he 
persisted in his demand, she ran out of the 
house to secure a policeman. He followed and 
intercepted her, and in the quarrel which followed 
he drew a razor and cut her throat tWee. Mrs, 
Dean died almost instantly, and Leighton fled, 
but surrendered himself the following day to the 
authorities in Harrison, N, Y. He was convicted 
of the crime Dec. 3, 1880, and sentenced to be 
hanged Jan. 28 1881. His counsel secured a 
writ of error and took the case before the General 
Term of the Supreme Court, where his conviction 
was affirmed, and on March 14 last he was resen- 
tenced to be hanged April 21. Two days before 
the time set for his execution Gov. Cornell granted 
him a respite until yesterday, and an effort was 
then made by his counsel to secure him a new triad 
on the ground of newly discovered evidence. This 
failed, the motion for a new trial having been de- 
nied by Judge Daniels on Tuesday last. 

The body was removed half au hour after tie 
execution from the City Prison to an undertaker's 
in Second-street, and would have been buried yes- 
terday afternoon save for the fact that none of the 
physicians who were present at the execution 
could be found in time to give a burial permit. 
Coroner Brady signed the necessary papers last 
evening, and the funeral will be deferred until to- 
morrow morning, when the remains will be in- 
terred in Evergreen Cometery. Leighton’s body 
will be taken this morning to a colored under-

SURROGATE ROLLINS HEARING TESTIMONY 


IN THE YATES AND BURR CASES. 


The case of the contested will of Alonzo C. 


Yates was called for another hearing before Sur- 
rogate Rollins yesterday. The testator left the 
principal portion of his property to his second 
wife, who had previously been his honsekeeper, 
and the will is contested by two daughters of his 
first wife. They claim that the signature was af- 


fixed to the will through the second wife’s undue 


influence over the testator. Counsel for the con- 
testants moved yesterday that they be aliowed to 
put in possession of the court a_pa- 
per, from which, he claimed, the signature 
to the will had heen traced. He wanted it photo- 
graphed, The Surrogate said the motion was pre- 
mature, and he could not grant itthen, Mr. Elis- 
worth, an expert in handwriting, testified that the 
willsignature appeared to be a copied one, a paper 
dated April, 1879, being used as a basis. Mrs. Dick- 
ell, one of the contestants, testified that a letter 
dated May 7, 1873, was in her father’s handwriting, 
and that she never saw it before. In this letter the 
writer said: 


* Put not too much confidence in man norin woman; 
I have seen too much of it. Ihave failed yet to learn 
what my home is; my present one is hell; my future 
now looks dark and dreary. I have tried to build up 
asecond family, but have failed again. What more [ 
have to live for God only knows. 1 am now about 
ready to give up. I have written my wili all over 
again,”’ 

This letter was put in evidence, and after some 
further testimony had been taken the hearing was 
adjourned until June 5. 

Surrogate Rollins yesterday continued his hear- 
ing in the case of the contested will of Miss Sarah 
Burr, who left $3,400,000 to various charities. The 
servant James McCabe’s cross-examination was 
continued by ex-Surrogate Calvin and other coun- 
sel. McCabe testified to various money transac- 
tions with Mr. Pelletier and the testatrix, and gave 
further brief testimony as to her singular defec- 
tiveness of memory. She would ask shortly after 
visitors called, “Who was here this morning,” 
and make inquiries of similar import of 
witness. A large number of orders for money 
drawn by Miss Burr were put in evidence. Witness 
always delivered these orders to financial agents 
of the testatrix. Miss Burr forgot who her doctor 
was, and also forgot that she was sick and de- 
clared herself to be in good health, She used the 
newspapers she received daily to cover the floors 
in place of carpets. Witness heard her talking 
with her egent, Mr. Titus, two weeks before her 
death about a codicil to her will. She was avorse 
to adding it and objected. Mr. Titus told her that 
unless she did so only a few institutions would get 
her money. Finally sie said she would have noth- 
ing to do with the codicil. Reports of the chari- 
table institutions were frequently sent to her house.

A SUIT AGAINST THE POSTMASTER, 

J. W. Wilson & Co., of No. 48 Broadway, 
some time ago brought suit for damages in the 
United States Circuit Court against Postmaster 
Pearson, charging that the latter wrongfully 
detained and refused to deliver plaintiff’s letters 
left in the defendant’s charge at the Post Office. 
Postmaster Pearson put in an answer denying, 
upon information and belief, that the letters were 
in his charge or that it was his duty to deliver such 
letters. Ho further denied that he refused to 
give plaintiff information in reference to the 
letters detained by him.

STABBED BY HER HUSBAND. 
Policeman Cowan, of the Tenth Precinct, 
was passing along East Seventy-fifth-street yester-

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, warmer, fair weath- 
er, followed by increasing cloudiness, variable 
winds, mostly southerly, lower pressure. 


The process of making grabs from the 
public Treasury for the construction of new 
buildings in- various parts of the country 
continued in the Senate yesterday, nine bills, 
providing for the expenditure of $2,275,000, 
being passed in the space of half an hour, 
not reckoning the time occupied by Senator 
Lapuam in his resolute defense of Canandai- 
gua’s right to retain the United States 
court within its metropolitan limits. Fa- 
vors were distributed between New-York, 
Virginia, Kentucky, Michigan, Iowa, 
and other ~ States, and Mr. Savissvury, 
venturing to object to the cost of the Syra- 
cuse Post Office, was effectually silenced by 
a reminder that New-Castle, Del., had got a 
fifteen-thousand-dollar building. Probably 
any carping Senator is liable to have his 
mouth stopped with a simular retort. It is 
a game of give and take, in which nobody 
jis allowed to complain of the share that 
goes to any of the participants. It is a 
strange illustration of how small a local con- 
sideration will blind the Congressional mind 
to the larger interests of the whole country. 
Nobody nowadays seems to be ambitious for 
the whilom popular sobriquet of watch-dog 
of the Treasury. 


It would seem that any member of Con- 
gress really desirous of establishing a Na- 
tional Board of Railroad Commissioners 
would do better to try to get a report on 
some of the bills already introduced for 
that purpose’ than to ada to the number 
of these by introducing a new one. 
Mr. TownsEnn’s bill, introduced yesterday, 
does not differ essentially from schemes 
already in committee, and unless the bill be 
expressly designed to embody the views of 
this associates, its appearance will add 
nothing to the chances of securing 
any legislation on this subject from 
the present Congress. Mr. TownsENnp’s 
idea of a commission apparently is that 
‘Gt should; devote itself mainly to the 
collection * and dissemination of  in- 
formation * on the - business of railroads, 
though it may also investigate complaints of 
unfair discrimination and suggest legislative 
remedies for abuses. But it is plain that 
there must be some recognized standard 
of what constitutes unjust discrimination 
to render the labors of such a commission at 
all effective, and some power to summarily 
correct abuses to make its influence either 
salutary or restraining. ‘Some final action 
on the Reagan bill is urgently needed to set- 
tle the questions which underlie all attempts 
at tailroad regulation by national authority.

ated within their borders. No estimate 
has been offered of the cost of this in- 
demnity, which, like a good deal of the 
legislation of the present Congress, is in 
the nature of a historical after-thought. 
But it certainly involves a _pay- 
ment from the public Treasury of 
about four millions of dollars, and probably 
of a good deal more. The theory of the 
promoters of the bill that the grants of land 
made for military service should be regarded 
as sales, and should be subject to a 
percentage on the basis of $1 25 
per acre, is a peculiarly impudent 
one. Only two Senators from the older 
States—CamERON, of Pennsylvania, and 
Hatz, of Maine—supported the bill, which 
was beaten two years ago mainly by the 
exertions of Mr. Epmunps. Its success now 
is not an encouraging indication of the 
growth of either intelligence or conscience 
in the Senate. 


With a wordy preamble, the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs have finally re- 
solved to give SarpHERD another chance. 
The gist of the voluminous statement of the 
committee is that SarpHeERD may submit his 
documents and papers to the committee, and 
that if these appear to be of sufficient conse- 
quence he may be examined further con- 
cerning their contents. It is not very likely 
that this will amount to much. S#iPHERD 
places great stress on his withheld and ‘‘ new- 
ly discovered’’ documents, but he insists that 
he shall be allowed to suppress some, show 
parts of others, and produce full and authen- 
tic copies of still others. It is quite possible 
that he has exaggerated the importance of 
his budget, and it is very certain that he has 
not yet come to the point of giving every- 
thing up to the committee’s inspection. 
Therefore, unless he has concluded to un- 
bosom himself, it is improbable that his 
promised revelations will be sufficiently mo- 
mentous to warrant the committee’s further 
dalliance with SuHrpuerp. 





We trust that the resolution introduced in 
the Assembly some ten days ago by Mr. 
McCLELLAND will not be lost sight of. 
It recited the unsatisfactory termination 
of sundry civil and _ criminal _ suits 
brought against members of the Tweed 
Ring, and called for a committee 
to investigate and report upon the entire se- 
ries of efforts.to bring the Tammany thieves 
to justice. The field is a somewhat 
ample one, but a great deal of very 
interesting materials can be collected from 
it. The history of the 
the most prominent 
TWEED is extremely obscure, 
authority other than having 
the power to compel the attendance of 
witnesses and the production of records 
can ever clear it up. It has, more- 
over,’ a direct bearing on the power 
possessed by the people of this City to 
compel the restitution of money filched 
from the Treasury and to procure the 
punishment of the officials who rob 
them. In spite of the law providing 
remedies against peculation, we believe 
that power to be altogether too slender, 
and the virtual break-down of the civil suits 
against the members of the Ring may very 
readily illustrate the necessity of further 
safeguards against a repetition of their oper- 
ations. 
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THE FUTURE BASIS OF BANKING. 

In the recent debate in the House upon 
the renewal of the bank charters reference 
has been made to the effect upon the bank 
system which will be produced by the pay- 
ment of the United States bonds now pro- 
ceeding so rapidly. Several members have 
based their opposition to the renewal of the 
charters upon this ground, declaring that it 
was the duty of Congress, instead of con- 
tinuing a system which must, from the con- 
ditions of its existence, soon come to an end, 
to provide for another and better system 
which can be made reasonably lasting. 
Other members, notably Messrs. Hewirr 
and FLower, on the Democratic side, have 
called attention to the fact that so much of 
the currency of the banks as is issued upon 
the security of the 34 per cent. bonds would 
be liable to be surrendered should those 
bonds be called by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Inthe opinion of these gentle- 
men, the usefulness of the national banks as 
an agency for the issue of circulating notes 
is thus already seriously threatened, if not 
nearitsend. This, of course, is a practical 
illustration of the difficulties which sur- 
round the future of the banking system, so 
far as the issuing of notes is concerned. 


Apart from this immediate contingency, 
which can be provided for, and probably 
will be, there is the larger question growing 
out of the certainty that the bonded debt will 
be paid off with more or less rapidity—in the 
present disposition of the country probably 
with more rather than with less. The banks 
now hold about $240,000,000 in 34 per cent. 
bonds, payable at the pleasure of the Govern- 
ment, and fairly sure to be paid within the 
next three or four years. Of the 44; 
bonds they hold about $30,000,000, which 
become payable in eight years, and are like- 
ly to be promptly paid. It will thus be seen 
that about 70 per cent. of the bank-notes 
now outstanding rest on security which is 
liable to disappear within eight years, and 
over 60 per cent. on security practically sure 
to disappear in four years. This leaves, as 
the basis of bank issues, only the 4 per ceats, 
which, at the present rate of interest and the 
market price of the bonds, offer few induce- 
ments to the banks. The question, there- 
fore, is certain to arise, What shall be sub- 
stituted for the national bank currency ? 
This is a question by no means new, and 
which has long been anticipated, but it has 
not been answered, nor has a serious attempt 
toward answering it been frequently made. 

It may be said in this connection that the 
national bankers themselves have shown 
very little inclination to resolve this prob- 
lem, or to secure any arrangement by which 
their continued exercise of the function of 
note issues could be made permanent. This 
does not comport with the character which 
their enemies give to them, and the most 
furious anti-bank man must be puzzled to 
see the indifference with which the monop- 
olists of the Government’s sacred right of 
issuing money regard their usurped powers. 
The fact is that the notes of national banks 
have not been of late specially profitable, 
and that in all the larger banks they have 


not paid for the trouble and expense attend. 
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ing them. So far from being a monopoly, 
grasped by greedy corporations, the issue 
of notes has most frequently been merely a 
convenience, and in many cases hardly more 
than a habit, which a very slight change for 
the worse would cause the banks to abandon. 
To imagine that the banks can be induced 
or compelled to keep up the issue of notes, 
and to serve the very valuable purpose 
which they have served, after the issue of 
notes has become distinctly unprofitable, is 
mere folly. To imagine that the debt can 
be very long left unpaid solely as a basis for 
bank issues is to assume that the whole 
temper of the people in such matters will 
shortly undergo a radical change—an as- 
sumption which is not beyond possibility, 
but which is contrary to all probability. 

Of the plans which have been suggested to 
meet this question, that of Senator W. B. 
ALLISON, of Iowa, in the North American 
Renew for June, is well worthy of attention, 
For a temporary measure he would provide 
‘by the Government itself receiving on de- 
posit all the gold coin offered to it, and issu- 
ing therefor, in convenient amounts, gold 
certificates, the Government holding the coin 
solely for the redemption of such certificates, 
* * * These certificates should be issued 
in denominations answering to the denomi- 
nations of United States notes, in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Treasury.” 
** Any measure looking to the issue of such 
certificates should be coupled with proper 
provisions for the protection of the coin re- 
serve in the Treasury for the redemption of 
United States notes.’ Senator ALLISON 
argues that if Congress will not provide some 
such substitute as this for the bank-notes 
‘fone not so safe or convenient will be 
adopted,’ and he urges that the one sug- 
gested by him being ‘‘ based on gold coin, 
dollar for dollar, will be self-regulating and 
absolutely safe, and will not lead to any sud- 
den contraction or expansion of the volume 
of paper circulation.’’ 

This suggestion, coming from a repre- 
sentative of the great North-west, toward 
which the supremacy in many lines of com- 
mercial and financial activity is steadily 
tending, and where the financial heresies of 
the Greenback Party and the silver men have 
met with some encouragement, is extremely 
valuable. Such an issue of paper is un- 
doubtedly the only one which the Govern- 
ment can safely, legally, or honestly provide 
for. But Senator ALLISON recognizes that 
there will be a demand for a more liberal 
currency than this, for one that, while it 
would be practically redeemable in coin, 
would not require a reserve of dollar for 
dollar. To effect this he would allow banks 
to issue notes to the extent of one half their 
capital, for which notes the holder should 
have the first lien on the assets, and for any 
deficiency he would have all the stock- 
holders held to an individual liability. He 
would also provide for ‘‘ immediate con- 
vertibility into coin not only at the counter 
of the bank, but also at some one or more 
central agencies for redemption,’’ and would 
‘*secure to note-holders adsolute redemption 
in case of failure of the bank.’”’ For any 
notes issued beyond the limit of half the 
capital he would require the bank to hold a 
reserve in coin of dollar for dollar. It will 
be seen that this is also a very conservative 
proposition. Itis almost the only one that 
has been made in any distinct and tangible 
shape. The subject may receive fuller at- 
tention in the Senate than it has in the 
House. It certainly requires it. 

REDISTRICTING THE STATE. 

The act of Congress reapportioning Rep- 
resentatives in the lower house among the 
several States was passed several months 
ago. It allotted thirty-four members to 
New-York, or one more than the present 
delegation, and provided that im cases in 
which no redistricting shall have been made 
before the next Congressional election 
members shall be elected in the districts 
as now constituted, additional Rep- 
resentatives being chosen by the State at 
large. The main purpose of the latter pro- 
vision was to relieve States in which there 
was to be no regular session of the Legisla- 
ture from the necessity of holding special 
sessions tor the purpose of districting, but it 
covers also cases of neglect to take the 
proper action. There is probably no State 
in which there was greater need of taking 
action, if representation according to 
population is to be secured, than the 
State of New-York, but the sub- 
ject has thus far been neglected 
by the Legislature, and it looks as though 
nothing were to be done at the present ses- 
sion. Committees have been appointed, 
both in the Senate andin the Assembly, to 
prepare a redistricting bill. The Senate 
committee appears to have done nothing at 
all, and the Assembly committee has got no 
further than to consider a schedule of appor- 
tionment prepared by Mr. J. Sranuey 
Browne, of Otsego County. 

That there is sufficient occasion for recon- 
structing the Congressional districts appears 
from the changes in the distribution of popu- 
lation in the last ten years, as well asin the 
fact that the present districts have always 
contained very unequal proportions of the 
population of the State. Besides, there is 
no doubt that a redistricting under the new 
census and the new Congressional appor- 
tionment must be made, and there is no 
good reason for postponing it to a future 
time. On the face of it the subject appears 
to be very simple. This State is entitled to 
one Representative for every 149,496 inhab- 
itants. The fair rule of apportionment 
would be to divide the State into thirty-four 
districts, containing as nearly as practicable 
this number of inhabitants each, due regard 
being paid to compactness, convenience, 
and county lines. It is desirable to avoid, 
so far as possible without too great a varia- 
tion from the ratio, the division of counties, 
and in this State that point presents no great 
difficulty. But it is only necessary to glance 
at the districts as formed ten years ago to 
discover that something besides an equitable 
division of population enters into the com- 
putation for apportionment within the State. 
The ratio then was 132,800, but the districts 
varied from less than 100,000 to more than 
178,000. The population of these same dis- 
tricts at present varies from about 110,000 to 
nearly twice that number, Erie County, 
which constitutes one district, containing 
219,886 inhabitants. 

It is well known that not only in this but 
in all other States it has been the practice of 
the party controlling the Legislature when 
the apnportionment is made to arrange the 


districts in such a way as to give to itself as 
great a preponderance in Congressional rep- 
resentation as it can conveniently secure. It 
is a vicious practice, and the only defense 
that can be made of it is that it is generally 
pursued, and that a party which should vir- 
tuously refrain from it would find itself very 
unfairly represented in Congress so far 
as the country at large is  con- 
cerned. So long as one party cuts 
a State into shoestrings and pigeon wings, 
the other justifies itself in constructing a 
variety of eccentric geometrical figures 4s 
an offset. It is to be feared that there is no 
cure for this practice which can be applied 
by the States separately so long as 
party spirit is stronger than a sense 
of fairness among _ politicians. But 
the inequalities of representation in 
this State are too glaring to be defended on 
any ground, and it would be a happy thing 
if the new districts could be formed in ac- 
cordance with the principles of practical 
equity without reference to party results. 
Possibly the example might have a salutary 
effect in other States less righteous than 
New-York would show itself to be by such 
a plan of apportionment. 


It should not be a question of giving ad- 
ditional Representatives to Republican or 
Democratic sections of the State, but of 
giving to the people of all sections the repre- 
sentation to which they are entitled. New- 
York and Kings Counties are generally 
rated as necessarily Democratic. Together 
they have at present ten members of Con- 
gress, but they are entitled to twelve, and if 
Republicans were to favor giving them their 
due it might do something toward promoting 
their political regeneration which is not 
altogether hopeless. The schedule prepared 
by Mr. Browns is not the best that could be 
framed, but its adoption would be more equi- 
table than leaving the districts as they are. 
It makes the First District of Suffolk and 
Queens Counties, with 144,473 inhabitants, 
gives to Kings four whose ratio would be 
over 149,800, makes nine districts of New- 
York and Richmond together, and distrib- 
utes the remaining twenty among the other 
counties, With ratios ranging from 124,168 
to 179,283. The only division of a county 
north of New-York consists in setting 
off a strip of Erie and joining it 
to other counties. Attaching Richmond 
to New-York County and making nine dis- 
tricts of the two reduces the ratio to less 
than 189,000, and it would be fairer to make 
eight districts of the two counties, offsetting 
against Richmond a portion of New-York 
on the north and joining it to Westchester 
and Putnam, which contain only 124,168 
inhabitants, Other variations might also 
be made in the interest of equity if party 
considerations were eliminated from the 
problem, 

The character and conduct of the present 
Legislature give little ground for hoping 
that party considerations will be left out of 
sight, and the peculiar division and com- 
bination which exist in that body are calcu- 
lated to defeat any just plan of apportion- 
ment. The negligence of the Senate com- 
mittee seems to indicate that the combina- 
tion represented by the majority of its mem- 
bers is disposed to leave the districts as they 
are for the present. This would add to the 
responsibility it already bears for the defeat 
or postponement of measures of public util- 
ity, and would not increase its chance of 
having control of the redistricting of the 
State, if it is to be made by a future Legisla- 
ture. 


MR. BERGH’S COMPLAINT. 

The Park Commission has long been 
famed for the menagerie-like antics of its 
members. At times, when Commissioner 
LANE is in one of his wildest moods, the 
board-room has been compared to the 
monkey’s cage when the wind is in the east 
and the inmates are irritable. And when 
Commissioner WALES ‘‘tackles’’ his ancient 
enemy, almost any person of vivid imagina- 
tion can fancy that he hears the lion roar in 
his unfragrant captivity. At last, the Board 
of Commissioners of the Department of 
Public Parks will be obliged to turn their 
attention to the menagerie which they 
so much resemble. Mr. Henry Brrcoa 
has written them a letter, Mr. Beren’s 
efforts in the cause of suffering 
animals (other than human) have brought 
him fame, notoriety, and more or less abuse. 
His latest effort is in behalf of the wild 
animals now caged in the Central Park 
menagerie. It was fondly believed that a 
collection of wild beasts added something 
to the sum of human knowledge, and that 
a child who had learned to spell 1-i-o-n, 
and to discriminate between the wood-cut 
of the noble beast and the fiery and un- 
tamed jaguar of South American wilds, 
could add to its slowly accumulating store 
of knowledge of natural history by gazing 
on the living creature behind the bars. But 
it appears that this is an error. At least 
Mr. Berea thinks so. 

This redoubtable champion of animals, 
(other than human,) who have no speech of 
their own, declares that ‘‘ neither public 
taste, education, nor morals are benefited’’ 
by the exhibition of the caged animals, and 
that no purpose but that of the gratification 
of an idle curiosity is subserved by the exhi- 
bition. Therefore, he calls upon the Park 
Commissioners, ‘“‘in the name of pity and 
common sense, to suppress this odious and 
inhuman show, by either returning them 
to their native haunts, or by mercifully 
depriving them of that life which is rendered 
indescribably horrible’ by their unnatural 
confinement. The pronoun ‘‘them’’ in the 
sentence quoted refers to the wild beasts, not 
to the Commissioners, as the careless reader 
might have supposed. If the Commissioners 
could be returned to their native haunts, or if 
they would go willingly, there would be 
great rejoicing throughout this City. The 
example of Mr. Smira E. LANs does not 
encourage the belief that any Commissioner 
would return to his native haunts as long as 
he can secure the opinion of any lawyer to 
the effect that his term of office has not ex- 
pired and cannot ever legally expire. The 
cage-door has been opened for Mr. Smrrx E. 
LaNE, and the Mayor, shaking a new nomi- 
nation at him, has cried ‘‘Shoo!’’ But Mr, 
Lanx sullenly refuses to go. 

Latterly, the Commissioners have fallen 
into a condition of dullness most dispiriting 
to the newspaper reporters, who have stead- 
ily attended the sittings of the board in the 
confident expectation of getting whatis called 
‘‘a funny item.’’ Mr. Beres has thrown an 
anole of discord into the sleeping menagerie. 
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He advances two distinct propositions: To 
send the animals back to their native haunts, 
or to kill them. Either of these is sufficient 
to throw the board into spasms of quarrel- 
someness compared with which the monkey- 
house would be peace, and the laugh- 
ing hyena would be as gentle as a 
sucking dove. Of course, putting the an- 
imals to death cannot be thought of, if true 
mercy to the beast is to be considered. The 
creatures have been brought here against 
their wills, and it would be cruelty to ani- 
mals to kill them because they are discon- 
tented with their cages, as Mr. Bereu says 
they are. There is nothing to do but to re- 
turn the animals, as aforesaid, to their 
native haunts. If the intelligent reader who 
has followed with any degree of attention the 
debates of the Park Commissioners will 
fancy for a moment what would happen 
when that body shall seriously consider Mr. 
Bereu’s proposition to return the beasts to 
their native haunts, he will have a lively 
sense of what a menagerie may be under 
favorable circumstances. Mr. Smirn E. 
Lane and Mr. Satem H. Watgs, to begin 
with, would be on opposite sides. No wild- 
cat of the Rocky Mountains and sun-bear 
from Malayan wilds were ever more in- 
stinctively opposed to each other than these 
two estimable gentlemen. The debate on 
the question of returning the wild animals 
to their native haunts would be the liveliest 
fun ever contrived for the long-suffering 
tax-payers of the City of New-York. 

But we have no reason to suppose that 
Mr. Beren intends his protest as a joke. 
He seriously asks that the wild animals in 
the Central Park menagerie shall be killed 
or sent back to their respective places of 
birth. The Park Commissioners are popu- 
larly regarded as a standing joke, and of a 
very expensive sort. But Mr. Berea is too 
solemnly and saturninely serious to be 
taken otherwise than in dead earnest. 
He actually proposes to bereave the 
nursery-maids, the children, and _ the 
rural visitors, of one of the chief at- 
tractions of the Metropolis. And this, he 
says, is ‘‘a disgrace to the City’’ as at present 
maintained. If idle curiosity is never to be 
gratified in this sadly serious and humdrum 
world, we shall all be in most miserable con- 
dition. If nothing will satisfy Mr. Bere 
but the return of the captive beasts to free- 
dom and their native haunts, let us propose 
a reasonable compromise. We will give up 
the Park Commissioners if he will consent 
to spare the monkeys, the lions, and the rest 
of the noisy family in the menagerie. 


EAST AND WEST. 

There is a wide difference between the 
colleges of the great free West and those of 
the Eastern States, and nothing could more 
forcibly illustrate this fact than a little in- 
cident which occurred the other day at the 
Minnesota State University. 

When the student of a New-England or 
New-York college seeks a little relaxation 
after weeks of close attention to rowing, 
base-ball, and other studies, he sometimes 
carries off the President’s front gate. Of 
course, he does not do this as an amusement, 
but purely as ahygienic measure. He feels 
that it is his duty to keep his mind and 
body in a healthy condition, and accordingly 
he follows the time-honored tradition that 
to steal the President’s front gate, no matter 
how gloomy and depressing the act may be 
for the moment, is the best way in which to 
secure the relaxation of which he feels the 
need. When the President discovers the 
next morning that his gate is gone, he 
usually sends the janitor to find it; 
and in case the purloiner of the gate 
is discovered, the President quietly tells him 
that ‘‘it must not happen again,’’ and there 
is an end of the whole affair. 
college is it thought necessary to steal the 
Presidential gate more than once a year, 
and it is only among those students who con- 
scientiously strive to do their whole duty in 
keeping up collegiate traditions that volun- 
teers for so dreary and tiresome a task can 
be found. Presidential gate stealing in the 
West is, however, a very different affair, as 
the story of the stealing of the front gate of 
the President of the Minnesota University 
clearly shows. 

It recently came to the knowledge of the 
President of that institution of learning that 
certain students intended to steal his gate, 
and that a particular night had been fixed 
for that hilarious sport—for as such it is 
regarded by Western students. The Presi- 
dent was not in the least alarmed. He had 
been some years a teacher in Western col- 
leges, and was well known to be a cool, 
fearless, and dangerous antagonist. On re- 
ceiving word of the intended outrage, he sent 
for two Professors who had been with him 
in many a hotly contested recitation-room, 
and who were known both among the 
students and the Sioux Indians as determined 
and desperate men. It was agreed that the 
two Professors should secretly mect at the 
President’s house and ‘‘ lay for the students, ”’ 
and that the three instructors of youth should 
at the proper time sally forth and deal the 
students. a blow that would strike terror to 
the survivors. 

The eventful night came round in due 
time, and by 9 o’clock the President and the 
two Professors were seated in the Presiden- 
tial study with their boots on the table and 
their pipes in their mouths. In their rough 
Western dialect they recited stories of their 
former adventures, and discussed the ques- 
tion whether it was proper to scalp a de- 
feated student. The President held that 
scalping should be practiced only on In- 
dians, while one of the Professors main- 
tained that there was no essential difference 
between a student and a Sioux, and that he 
would as soon scalp a Sophomore as any 
other savage. The debate might have ended 
unpleasantly, for the President had his re- 
volver in his hand, and was not accustomed 
to permit any one to express views differing 
from his own, but, fortunately, the alarm 
was given that a party of students was ap- 
proaching. 

Seizing their weapons, the President and 
the Professors softly stole into the front yard 
and found a gang of students in the very act 
of lifting the gate from its hinges. With a 
biood-curdling war-whoop from the Mathe- 
matical Professor, the heroic three rushed 
upon the students and drove them in wild 
disorder from the premises without firing a 
shot. Excited by this easy victory, they 
pursued the flying enemy, and strained 
every nerve to overtake the ringleader. 
The latter ran swiftly, but he was followed 
by three men of iron constitutions and enor- 
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mous length of leg. The unhappy student 
looked back from time to time and saw that 
the red shirt of the President was steadily 
nearing him, while the horrible execrations 
of the Divinity Professor rang in his ears 
and made him shudder. Ashe grew more 
and more exhausted his pursuers gained on 
him, and at last he was overtaken by one of 
the Professors, who knocked him down with 
a club and undertook to beat him toa jelly. 
With a tremendous effort the student strug- 
gled to his feet, and, drawing his revolver, 
prepared to sell his life dearly. It was a 
hopeless attempt, for what could one inex- 
perienced young man hope to achieve when 
confronted with three such desperate men. 
Before the student could cock his revolver 
he was shot down by one of the Professors. 
The wound was not a fatal one, and his ene- 
mies, in obedience to one of those humane 
impulses which even the hardened Western 
Professor sometimes feels, spared both his 
life and his scalp. 

Such in substance is the story which comes 
to us peaceful inhabitants of the effete East 
from the wild regions of Minnesota. Per- 
haps it is-not accurate in allits details. Pos- 
sibly the President did not wear a red shirt, 
and it may have been the Divinity Professor 
and not the Mathematical Professor who 
gave the war-whoop. The fact, however, 
seems to be beyond dispute that a student 
detected in gate-stealing was shot by a Pro- 
fessor after a hot pursuit in which the Pres- 
ident and another Professor joined, and that 
the three instructors have since been ar- 
rested. 

Clearly the Western college does not very 
closely resemble Yale, Harvard, or Columbia. 


Of all the twaddle which has been talked or 
written about the controversy over the Cypriote 
collection the twaddle which the Fost has injected 
into the discussion is the dreariest. Once and for 
all we present these facts for the information 
of our contemporary, in the faint hope that 
it has some purpose to serve beyond airing 
its own ignorance or prejudice. 1. There 
never has been an honest investigation of the 
charges made against Mr. Cesnota and his collec- 
tion. The conclusions of the first inquiry have been 
repudiated by the men who formulated them, and 
the so-called “unsolicited” testimony of yarious 
sculptors has been made rather worse than value- 
less because of the suppression of that portion 
of it which did not agree with the ideas 
of the Trustees. Let the Post publish the letters 
of Mr. Str. Gaupens and Mr. Warner be- 
fore indulging in any more mdundering about 
“consumedly bad morality.” 2. Mr. FzvarpDENT, 
asthe chief accuser of Mr. Cesnoua, has always 
been ready to appear before a committee chosen 
by both parties to the controversy, or by some per- 
sons satisfactory to both, and we have yet 
to learn that he is not as willing to have such 
a tribunal decide the matter as he ever was. 
Mr. Cyrus J. Lawrence has recently devoted a 
good deal of time and energy to bring 
about such a reference, but, so far, without result. 
His correspondence with one of the Trustees can 
readily be secured by the Fost. We believe that 
the public are heartily tired of the whole business, 
but that the management of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art will, if it is either honest or capable, 
come to see the necessity of disposing of it by that 
full and final investigation which they have up to 
the present time so persistently tried to evade.

GOSSIP ABOUT FOREIGN AFFAIRS.

Mr. Darwin is reported to have left behind 
him an autobiography. Among his papers has also 
been round a sketch of his father, which is said to 
be almost equal in length to the one of his grand- 
father, Erasmus Darwin, which saw the light a few 
years ago. 


Lord Lytton has made public a request for 
the use of letters from his father which any person 
may possess, promising to return them speedily in 
perfect safety. He is engaged at Knebworth in 
writing a life of the novelist, and the earlier vol- 
umes of the work are expected to appear during 
the coming Autumn. 


Sir Edward Watkin is reported to have ad- 
mitted the possibility of the Channel tunnel scheme 
being abandoned, but he is unwilling that it should 
die without leaving some record ot itself behind. 
One of the London newspapers understands that, 
in case the scheme is given up, he’ will celebrate 
the attempt to build the tunnel in a “permanent 
monumental form.” 


The rock in which were placed the charges 
of dynamite that were fired by the Queen of Greece 
at the Corinth Canal ceremony a fortnight ago 
was the same in which the Roman Emperor Nero 
began the work of cutting a Corinth canal in the 
first Christian century. Other parts of the canal 
ceremony were carried out as announced before- 
hand. The event was favored with brilliant 
weather. 

The salaries paid to the principal artists at 
the Paris Opera are given as follows: Mile. Krauss, 
15,000f, a month, or 120,000f. a year, with a vacation 
of four morths; Mile. Salla, 10,000f. a month, or 
100,000f. for 10 months; Mile. Richard, 3,000f. per 
month, or 33,000f. for the year; M. Lassalle, 12,000f. 
per month, or .02,000f. per year; M. Maurel, 19,000f. 
per month, or 50,000f. for five months; M. Villaret, 
60,000f. a year, and M. Sellier, 55,000f. a year. 

Another of Victor Hugo’s plays is about to 
receive the honor of a fiftieth anniversary repre- 
sentation. ‘* Le Roi s’Amuse” was first produced 
on the 22d of November, 1832, and the event this 
Autumn will be honored as “ Hernani’’ was a few 
years ago. The piece at the time encountered seri- 
ona obstacles. owing to certain reflections cast in it 


upon royalty in general, and the author was 
obliged to submit to various changes by the censord 
before it was played. 


English residents of Rome declare that the 
health of that city during the past Winter has been 
excellent, and further say that, with proper care, 
Rome now equals in heaithfulness any city in the 
world. The deaths of English Protestants during 
the Winter were 16, and of these the ages of seven 
were, respectively, 97, 85, 83, 76, 75, 68, and 68 years. 
Two were due to diphtheria, two to typhoid fever, 
and the rest to apoplexy, cancer, congestion of the 
brain, disease of the heart, consumption, and pneu- 
monia. 


Before leaving Mentone for England last 
month, Queen Victoria made several gifts to local 
officials and to the poor. For the poor she left 
the sum of 8,000f. ; for charitable institutions, 1,500f, 
in addition; to the Mayor of the town she gave q 
set of diamond studs; to the English Consul,a por- 
trait of herself and the Princess Beatrice; to the 
Consul’s son, a diamond pin; to the station-master, 
a gold watch and chain; to the under station-mas. 
ter, a gold pencil-case and a pen, and to the Cem- 
missioner of Police, a riag. 


Among the barbarous customs that British 
rale has not yet suppressed in North-western In« 
dia is that of Samedh, or burying people alive. I4 
appears that the Thakoor of a certain State sent an 
officer toa village called Upni to collect certain 
revenues, and when he arrived the Siddhs refused 
to pay. As the officer insisted that they must pay, 
150 of them, in order to intimidate him, collected 
before his door and threatened to commit suicide 
if he failed to give way. Still he held out, and there- 
upon they selected two of their number for the. 
barbarous sacrifice—a man aged 75 and a woman 
eged 65—and on land owned by the Thakoor, bur- 
ried them both alive. Certain of the villagers tried 
to prevent the deed, but were roundly punished for 
their trouble. Since the event occurred, 27 of tha 
Siddhs have been taken into custody, and 19 have 
been sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. 


The widow of the late John Hill Burton, wha 
was recently awarded a British civil list pension of 
£80, has lived to see what would give strange and 
conflicting emotions to her husband were he still 
alive. His ‘“‘ Book Hunter,” for years so scarce aq 
to be practically unknown outside the book col 
lecting class, was several months ago reprinted in 
fac simile form by a Philadelphia dealer in ancient 
and modern books and engravings, Mr. Robert A, 
Tripple. Of ancient works like “The Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” and “* Walton’s Angler,” and of even 
such late ones as the Kilmarnock “ Burns,” faa 
simile reprints have long been somewhat com- 
monly made, but of books that were first published 
within the last 20 years this of Burton’s is one of 
the few, if not the sole one, that has been thus 
honored. Most fac simile reprints fail, from one 
cause or another, to get into general circulation; 
possibly the fate of this will be an exception to’ 


the rule.

OBITUARY. 


JOSEPH COLWELL. 

Joseph Colwell, a well-known iron-founder, 
died at his residence, No. 412 West Twentieth- 
street, at 10:30 e’clock yesterday morning, of 
pyzmia, the result of rheumatic gout, from which 
he had suffered many years. Mr. Colweil was born 
in Carmel, Putnam County, N. Y., 59 years ago, and 
came to this City with his parents when very 
young. After learning the molder’s trade he went, 
to Columbus, Ohio, at the age of 20 and estab< 
lished a foundry. He went to California 
in 1849 in search of gold, and a year 
and a half later returned to the South, whera 
he remained until 1854. In that year he came back 
to this City to take an interest in a foundry with 
his brother, Lewis Colwell. In 1861 Mr. Colwell 
opened a ship-yard in Jersey City, and built three 
monitors—the Weehawken, the Mahopac, and the 
Manhattan—under contract with the Government, 
In the latter part of 1863 he sold the ship-yard ta 
Zeno Secor, and with his brother established ex- 
tensive lead-works on Centre-street. Later tha 
two founded the Colwell Iron-works at the foot of 
West Twenty-seventh-street, where they were 
largely engagea in the manufacture of sugar-housd 
machinery up to the time of Mr. Colwell’s death.)

THE STATE LEGISLATURE 


TRYING TO CATOH UP WITH AC- 
CUMULATED WORK. 


MISSPENT TIME IN THE ASSEMBLY—DEMO- 


CRATS PUZZLED BY SENATOR BECK’S 
BILL IN CONGRESS8—MONEY FOR THE 
CAPITOL—THE UNDERGROUND WIRE 
BILL PASSED BY THE SENATE. 


ALBANY, May 19,—The Assembly agreed to- 
flay to devote more time and attention to business, 
and then solemnly resolved to hold its next ses- 
sion on Monday afternoon at 5 o'clock. An 
hour was ifrittered away in discussing this 
and kindred propositions, a circumstance 
which Gen. Sharpe made use of as a 
text of a brief discourse, in which ho savagely 


critivised the waste of time which is permitted by 
the Democratic majority in the House. There was 
good ground for his criticism. Just before ad- 
journment, on motion of a Democrat, the House 
reconsidered its stern resolution and decided to 
meet as usual Monday evening at 8 o'clock. 


Mr. Robb, Democrat, of New-York, attempted to 


introduce the following resolution supporting a 


free ship measure now before Congress: 


Resolved, If the Senate concur, that the Senators 
and Representatives from this State in Congress, be 
requested to use their best efforts toward the speedy 
paxsage Of the bill introduced by Senator Beck, of 
Kentucky, providing: “It skall be lawful hereafter 
for all citizens of the United States to buy ships built 
In whole or in part in any foreign country, 
and have them registered as ships of the 
United States; and when so registered such ships 
80 bought shall be entitied to all the rights and sub- 
fect only to the same regulations as are now pro- 
vided by law for the overnment and man- 
agement of ships built wholly within the 
United States, and owned and controlled by citizens 
thereof.” Also, the amendments thereto prohibiting 
ships so purchased from entering into the coasting 
trade of the United States; and that a copyof these 
resolutions be sent to each of the present Senators and 
Representatives from this State. 

The proposition involved in Senator Beck’s bill 
Was too profound for the Assemblymen to grapple 
at first sight. The Democratic members especially 
were affected, and at their request it was read 
three times by the Clerk. The Speaker was in 
despair at their stupidity, having himself exhaust- 
ed his powers of explanation upon members 
who still desired more light. Finally the House 
eoncluded not to commit itself, and voted down 
the motion to lay aside all business, a necessary 
oreliminary to the introduction of the resoiution. 
‘he incident afterward drew from Ger. Sharpe the 
declaration tnat if the House had before it all the 
facts bearing npon the Beck*bill, three weeks of 
consideration would be required to understand the 
subject—a faithful commentary upon the intelli- 
gence of the Democratic Assembly of the Staie of 
New-York. 

The Ways and Means Committee reported a bill 
appropriating funds tor work upon the Capitol for 
the present year, which was mace the special 
order for Monday night. The amount appropriat- 
ed is $525,000, and $5,000 additional to defray 
the expense of a commission, to be appoint- 
ed by the Governor, to examine the Assembly 
Chamber, whose stone ceiling is believed to be un- 
safe. By the terms of the bill the architects are 
reauired to complete the walls and roof of the 
building, provide chambers for the Court of Ap- 
peals and the State Library, under the direction of 
the Judges and the library Trustees. No part of 
the appropriation is to be applied to the comple- 
tion of the dome, the east or west entrances, north 
or south porticos, or to the two grand staircases. 
The parts of the building already occupied by the 
Senate and Assembly and the State departments 
are declared finished, and none of the appropria- 
tion is to be expended upon them. 

Mr. Shanley introduced a bill authorizing the 
United States Government to construct a much 
needed dock on David's Island. A Brooklyn bill 
prohibits the reopening of the old railroad tunnel 
in Atlantic-street, near the South ferry. 

To-day’s session of the Senate was devoted tothe 
third reading of bills, nearly a hundred of which 
had accumulated in that order of business. The 
recular annual appropriation of $1,000,000 to *‘com- 
plete’ the new Capito! came firstin the order and 
was passed without debate and without opposition. 
Senators of the present generation have become so 
used to this appropriation that they accept 
it as a matter of course, the same as they 
do their own salaries. As for “completing” 
the Capitol, nobody thinks of living to see that day. 
The expenditure of a million dollars works no 
more chauge in the outward appearance of the 
building than the addition of a single brick to the 
tower of Babel. The bill requiring the ‘library 
fund” of $50,000 to be expended in supplying the 
school districts of the State with unabridged dio- 
jionaries or such other works of reference as the 
Schooi Trustees may select, was defeated on the 
third reading, but a motionto reconsider and 
lay on the table was made by Mr. Boyd 
and carried. This bill has been denounced as 
s “steal” for the benefit of dictionary publishers, 
put it is supported by many legislators who do not 
nave the reputation of thieves andit is opposed 
oy some who do. The truth about the bill was 
sxpressed by Mr. Thomas to-day in discussing a 
notion to strike out the enacting clause. He said it 
was not, as had been represented, a question 
whether the Legislature should appropriate $50,- 
300 to furnish school districts with an unabridged 
dictionary. The money was already appropriated 
annually. Jt was simply a question whether the 
Legislature should direct that this money be ex- 
pended in useful books forthe school libraries in- 
stead of being squandered or diverted to illegiti- 
mate uses by the Trustees, as it frequently has 
been. There was no obligation imposed by the 
bill to purchase a dictionary, but simply that the 
library fund should be expended for library pur- 
poses, in accordance with the purpose for which 
the fund was created. H. A. Nelson's bill to 
revent deception in the sale of milk, by requir- 
ing skimmed milk to be branded as such, was 
passed. Mr. Treanor’s bill for the opening of 
Twelfth-avenue, New-York, from Twenty-ninth to 
Fifty-ninth-street, was passed. 

Mr. Daly’s bill, requiring ail telegraph, telephone, 
and electric light wires in the cities of New-York 
and Brooklyn to be placed under ground within 
two years, was passed unanimously. A general 
bill legalizing the acts of notaries who have inad- 
vertently exercised the functions of their oftice 
after their terms expired was passed. The 
bill making an appropriation of $8,000 for the 
relief of the survivors of the First Regiment of Vol- 
unteers in the war with Mexico was passed. A bill 
authorizing the annual payment of $1,500 to the 
Bushwiek and East Brooklyn Dispensary was 
passed, Mayor Low’s Rapid Transit Compensation 
ll fer the City of Brooklyn was passed. The Sen- 
ete adjourned to Monday epening.

PUBLIC WORKS METHODS. 
THE INVESTIGATION AT ALBANY OF COMMIS- 
SIONER THOMPSON’S DEPARTMENT. 

«ALBANY, May 19.—The Senate Committee 
on Cities continued its investigation into the affairs 
of the Department of Public Works of New-York, 
John Barry, the sand-dealer, who was on the stand 
yesterday when the committee adjourned, was re- 
called. He has done work for the department dur- 
ing the past five years. Since Jan. 1, 1881, he has 
supplied the department with between 5,000 and 


6,000 tons of gravel. Several bills and receipts 
were shown him, which he identified as having 
been given by Mr. Smith, aman in his employ. 
An amount of stone furnished by Mr. Barry to the 
department, he testified, was bought near the aque- 
duct, about half a mile from High Bridge, from a 
Mr. Whalen; the stone came from the opening of a 
street in that neighborhood; a part, also, was 
bought of Mr. Lawson, living in Ninth-ave- 
nue, in New-York City; he paid Mr. Whalen $1 per 
yard. The counsel for the defendant moved 
to strike out all testimony of the witness con- 
cerning the buying of stone, as he objected to the 
line of questioning. He testified that he bought all 
the stone and gravel personally and had never fur- 
nished the department with any article before he 
got the order from the department. ‘In cross- 
examination he stated that he had conversed with 
the counsel for the department concerning his ex- 
amination yesterday. 

Col. Mooney, Superintendent of Streets and 
Roads, a bureau in the Public Works Department, 
was the next witness. His examination related 
chiefly to his account with the Produce Bank of 
New-York, which, he said, he had closed prior to 
being served with a subpoena as a witness before the 
committee. He had no statement in his possession 
here, but had his account-books in New-York. 
John C. Cadwalader, counsel for the Produce Bank, 
rent a letter to the committee saying that N. O. 
Suydam, Cashier of the bank, had been’subpoenaed 
to produce the deposit tickets of one of its depos- 
itors. He questioned the power of any committee 
of the Legislature to compel a bank to reveal to 
the public the private affairs of persons dealing 
with it, and therefore advised the bank to edecline 
to produce the documents requested. 

Charles Naide, of No. 72 Broome-street, said that 
he called at the department in reference to employ- 
ment. He saw Mr. Hamlin, the Deputy Commis- 
sioner. He did not remember what was said. He 
was paid $2 per day for 55 days. He did not per- 
form any work. He was engaged by a man whom 
be thought was a Mr. Smythe, in the Sewer Bureau 
of the Public Works Department. He did not sign 
a receipt, nor sign in a book for the money he re- 
ceived, He was not employed by Commissioner 
Thompson cr his Deputy. He did not know who 
paid him the money. The witness was much flur- 
ried, and could not remember anything about his 
appointment other than that he got a letter from 
Jacob Seebacher’s son. The investigation was ad- 
journed until Tuesday next.

A MOTHER RECOVERS HER BOY. 


‘MRS, TRUMPY’S CHASE AFTER HER SON— 


EXCITING SCENE AT BREWSTER’S. 
BREWSTER’s, N. Y., May 19.—About 5:30 
o’clock last evening a team of gray horses drawing 
acovered conveyance with three seats, the cur- 


tains of which were closely buttoned, was driven 
up to the corner of the avenue leading to the New- 


England depot, at a store kept by Benjamin F. 
Trumpy. Two gentlemen were on the front seat, 
and a gentleman and lady were on one of the inside 
seats. Of the two gentlemen in front one was the 
owner ot the conveyance, and}the other an officer. 
The lady on the insidewas the divorced wife of 
Mr. Trumpy, and the gentleman at her side was 
Alexander Mead, her brother. The officer stepped 
from the wagon, and, entering Mr. Trumpy’s store. 
purchased two cigars. He asked the little boy in 
attendance inthe store totake the cigars to the 
wagon, At this time Mr. Trumpy was at dinner in 
aroom over the store. When the boy reached the 
corner he was recognized by Mrs. Trumpy as her 
sou Frankie, whom she had not seen for four 
years. He stepped on the hub of one of the front 
wheels in order to pass the cigars inside, and 
his mother grasped his arm, and _ forced 
him into the conveyance. The little fellow 
screamed, “ Papa, papa,’? and Mr. Mead seized 
him, and placing his hand over the boy’s mouth 
prevented him from continuing his screams. Mr. 
Trumpy had, however, heard the voice of his son, 
and had hurried from the dining-room to the 
street. The officer had resumed his seat in the 
conveyance, and the driver was whipping up his 
horses toward the State line between New-York 
and Connecticut. The team passed through 
Brewster’s at the quickest possible rate, 
Mr. Trumpy pursued until he overtook 
the conveyanee. He clung to it fora long distance, 
while the officer lashed him with a whip in order to 
make him let go his hold. At length Mr. 'Trumpy’s 
strength was exhausted and he was left behind, 
Fearing that a description of the team might have 
been telegraphed ahead and the flight of the party 
a Mr. Mead had made arrangements to 
1ave fresh horses of another color in readiness for 
him on the road, and the horses were thus changed 
before the State line was reached. The party ar- 
rived in Greenwich, Conn., at 8:30 o’clock this 
— With the boy, and he is now at his mother’s 
10mMe, 

In 1875 Mrs. Mary E. Trumpy, of Greenwich, 
Conn., instituted proceedings for divorce from 
Benjamin F. Trumpy, a well-known grocer of that 
place. After an extraordinary amount of court 
proceedings, in which various writs were obtained, 
an absolute divorce was granted to Mrs. Trumpy, 
and she was awarded the custody of two minor 
children. The father refused to give to her 
their eldest child, a bright boy named 
Frankie, and by traveling thousands of miles 
both in this country and in Europe with the child, 
the father managed to elude those who, under the 
direction of Mr. Alexander Mead, the brother of 
Mrs. Trumpy. had pursued him. During the four 
years the mother was unable to see her ehild she 
underwent great suffering. No money was spared 
by herself and her brother to track the divorced 
husband in order, if possible, that the child might 
be returned to her. Some of the most prominent 
lawyers practicing at the Connecticut Bar, among 
them the Hon. George H. Watrous, President of 
the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road, and Col. H. W, R. Hoyt, have from 
time to time appeared as Mrs. Trumpy’s 
attorneys, and the court expenses have 
been enormous. It seems that Mr. Trumpy be- 
came dissatisfied with his wife because she refused 
to give to him for his own use money which she 
had inherited, and his subsequent conduct was 
such that Mrs. Trumpy determined that she was 
entitled toa divorce from him. In the first pro- 
ceedings a divorce was granted to her. and it was 
ordered that she should have the full custody of the 
youngest child and the custody of the eldest child 
for one-third ofthe year. This was highly unsatisfac- 
tory to Mrs. Trumpy, and the courts were again 
appealed to by her. Judge Carpenter, of the Su- 
preme Court, sitting at Greenwich, heard all the 
facts, and an absolute divorce for Mrs. Trumpy 
was granted, she being awarded the full custody of 
both of the children. While these proceedings were 
in progress Mrs. Trumpy obtained an injunction 
against Mr. Trumpy, and Mr. and Mrs. H. 
M. Bailey, his brother-in-law and sister, and in 
whose house in Greenwich the child was living, re- 
straining them, or either of them, from removing 
the ehild from that place until the court should 
give its decision. A penalty of $10,000 was fixed 
for a violation of this injunction. Mrs. Trumpy 
believing that Mr. Trumpy would violate the in- 
junction notwithstanding this heavy penalty, ap- 
plied fora writ of ne exeat, stating that she had 
reason to think that Mr. Trumpy would escape to 
Europe with the child. Judges Beards'ey and 
Sandford thought that her fears in this respect 
were groundless, and the writ was disallowed. 

Then Mr. Trumpy took the child and sailed for 
Enyland. He was gone for two years in Great 
Britain and on the Continent. Mr. Mead employed 
detectives to follow him, and was thus constantly 
informed concerning the movements of the father 
and the ehild. At length Mr. Trumpy returned to 
New-York, and Mr. Mead was made acquainted 
with this fact. Mr. Mead himself saw Mr. Trumpy 
a short time ago in Washington Market, New- 
York, where Mr. Trumpy was purehasing vege- 
tables. Mr. Mead also saw barrels marked “B. F. 
Trumpy, Brewster's. N. Y.,’’ and in this way be- 
came aware that Mr. Trumpy lived here. No 
time was lost in securing the necessary 
documents to be placed in the hands 
of an_ officer of the law in _- order 
that such an officer might take the boy from Mr. 
Trumpy. Then Mr. Mead and his sister, Mrs. 
Trumpy, went to Carmel to present the documents 
to the Sheriff of Putnam County, Frankie Is now9 
years of age. He was left in the care of persons in 
Europe, and was returned to this country in the 
steam-ship Abyssinia last week. Theaction against 
the father for violation of the injunction granted 
to restrain him from removing the child from 
Greenwich four years ago is yet to be tried.

THE SHORTS FRIGHTENED—THE PROPOSED 
NEW RULE. 

CHICAGO, May 19.—The wheat shorts ap- 
peared very anxious to cover their trades to-day. 
The orders from these speculators and a fancied 
brisk demand from the new Milwaukee crowd sent 
up the price of July and June wheat about 2 cents 
per bushel, The market is believed to be largely 
oversold for both months, and the fear of another 
squeeze, together with free shipments of wheat, 


was quite enough to put the shorts on the qui vive 
during trading hours. The proposed rule to make 
No. 2 wheat the specniative grade, with No. 2 
Winter and No. 2 Spring wheat both deliverable 
on the contracts, comes before the board for dis- 
cussion Monday and for a formal ballot on Wednes- 
day. The rule is commended by most men on 
Change, and grain mercants throughout the West 
and South-west are hoping it will pass. Leading 
dealers here think such a rule would draw so 
mighty a stream of Winter wheat to Chicago from 
Missouri and Kansas that the St, Louis Exchange 
would soon be put up at auction. A member of 
the board received a dispatch which read some- 
thing like this: ‘ What is going onin grain? You 
know all apout it; let me know.” This is 
a sample of the many inquiries received on ’Change 
from grangers who hailfrom all quarters of the 
globe. The rumor published a few days ago 
that Alexander Young and others, in Milwaukee, 
hed organized a bull clique to operate in wheat, 
traveled all over the land, and is daily bringing in 
such telegrams as the above. For the benefit of 
the grangers itis written that the boys thinka 
Milwaukee crowd, under Kershaw’s banner, is 
figuring in the wheat markets of both cities. The 
boys, however, might find it hard work to verify 
this report. It is quite likely the April Wheat Com- 
mittee will hold two or three meetings before ren- 
dering a decision. The quantity in default is said 
to be about 400,000 bushels, including the Jump 
which was settied when that check was sent around 
yesterday. Among others who may be cited to ap- 
pear before the committee is Mr. McGeoch, the 
gentleman from Milwaukee. It is believed that he 
could give some very bright testimony.

In the Chancery Division of the High Court of 
Justice, Justice Fry to-day gave judgment in the 
case of the United Telephone Company against 
Walker, an action to restrain the detendant from 


infringing on the patent for Edison's transmitter 
and Bell’s receiver. The former point was decided 
against, and the latter in favor of, the plaintiff. 
Shares have in eonsequence fallen heavily. The 
decisien against Edison’s transmitter patent is 
based on the ground that the specifications of the 
patent are too general to be valid under the British 
statutes.

GOOD WEATHER IN THE NORTH-WEST—CORN- 
PLANTING ADVANCING RAPIDLY. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., May 19.—The bulk of the 
Pioneer- Press's semi-weekly crop dispatches re- 
ceived up to this hour come from the central part 
of the State, on the line of the St. Paul, Minneapo- 
lisand Manitoba Railway. They all say that the 
weather has been cloudy and rainy for the last 
two days, and some report two days of rain. The 


rains seem to have been heaviest in the south- 


ern part of the State. The weather in St. Paul to- 
day has been showery and capricious, with warm, 
almost sultry weather between showers and a 
damp southerly wind blowing—good wheat weath- 
erenough and more favorablefor the growth of 
corn than yesterday. If the warm weather con- 
tinues farmers will hasten planting. The dis- 
patches fromthe northern central counties and 
the south-westerly region of the Red River Valley 
say the wheat seeding is about finished and corn- 
planting begun. An unusual proportion of the 
dispatches speak of corn-planting as a common 
thing. Heretofore the raising of corn has been un- 
common in this part of the State.

THE SHOW-CASE CONTROVERSY. 
{ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST THEM BY 
FOURTEENTH-STREET MERCHANTS. 
~ The Committee on Law of the Board of Al- 
Wermen met inthe Common Connell Chamber yes- 
terday and gavea hearing to the merchants of 
Fourteenth-street, between Broadway and Sixth- 
Benue, who are interested in the resolution pend- 
ing before the board to rescind the ordinance 
recently passed prohibiting the merchants from 
Diacing show-cases in front of their premises,

Mr. Carroll, of 
Carroll & Reagan, declared that the whole trouble 
was not show-cases, but business animosity. He 
ew alady who took in about $35 per day, asa 
rule, but during two days that hershow cases were 
‘emoved her receipts fell to $1 50and 70cents.

Warner, and E. H. Norton spoke in opposition to 
the removal of show-cases, and then Mr. Lyddy 
UuMMed up the arguments for the show-cases, 
after reading a letter from J. Purssell, Jr., with- 
drawing his signature from the petition for the re- 
moval of the cases. The ordinance to remove the 
cases was aspecial one, he contended, and did not 
ffect the bay-windows and the stands incumber- 
ng the sidewalks. No pedestrian had ever made 
any complaint against the cases. There were plenty 
pf obstructions, he said, inthe shape of bay-win- 
flows, and he wanted to say to the opponents of 
the show-cases that if the war was to go on his 

ients were ready to carry it into Africa. The 

ay-windows had no legal right to existence, and 
f the war went on the bay-window owners would 
pe all the work they wanted in looking out for 
eir own int¢rests. 
| George A. Hearn began the arguments in favor 
of removing the show-cases by reading letters from 
ames McCreery, the representative of the Van 
uren estate, and other owners of property on 
ourteenth-street in opposition to the cases. He 
then read a formal statement addressed to the 
{Law Committee, declaring that R. H. Macy & Co., 
Jacob Rothschild, J. & J. Dobson, Le Boutiliier 
‘Brothers, the Meridan Brittania Company, W. Jen- 
mings Demarest, Woods & Lowry, Dempsey & Car- 
roll, Plympton & Co., Miller & Co., Messrs. Taylor, 
Siede, and Olmstead, and about 20 other oc- 
cupants of stores; James McCreery, John 
Cc. Tucker, the Trustees of the Rhinelander 
estate, the Van Sehaick estate, Mrs. Hicks-Lord, 
and the owners of nearly all the property on 
Fourteenth-street were opposed to the show-cases. 
Jacob Rothschild then said that the cases gave the 
street acommon appearance and did not attract 
the best class of trade. He was surprised, he 
added, that any one should claim that the show- 
cases brought trade to the Street. The only claim 
of those who favored show-cases seemed to be 
that if they were removed their trade would fail 
off. The only way to prove that wastotry it. Let. 
the store-keepers try it, and if their trade did fall 
off then let them petition for the cases 
again.< J. J. Little, who owns property on Four- 
teenth-street, said that as an advertising 
\scheme the eases were undoubtedly of some bene- 
t, but the Aldermen ought not to grant the store- 
eepers advertising privileges to the detriment of 
the property-owners. The sidewalks belonged to 
the public, and the public ought to have them. 
He believed that the Fourteenth-street show-cases 
‘were rapidly driving the best class of trade up to 
Twenty-third-street. Some of those who favored 
show-cases were opposed to the sidewalk peddlers 
and vendors, but it seemed to him that the peddlers 
ad as much right to incumber one side of the 
walk as the store-keepers had to block up 
the other}side. If one man had a show-case 
a no one else had one he would probably 
e benefited by it, but if the nuisances 
were all swept away every merchant on the street 
would be benefited. Taxes on Fourteenth-street 
roperty were increased 50 per cent. last year, and 
. It was a mistake to drive away trade which would 
Enable property-owners to pay their taxes. W. 
Jennings Demarest’s sor said that he represented 
property let to about 100 tenants, only three of 
whom had show-cases. Two of these were ready 
to remove their cases if the other was taken in, and 
he believed that nine-tenths of those who had 
spohen in favor of the cases would be willing to do 
the same thing. Dr. Humphries argued that 
the show-cases were an obstruction on the 
sidewalks, and detrimental to the best interests 
of the merchants. A representative of R. H. Macy 
& Co, spoke against the cases and said his firm had 
never found them necessary and did not believe 
they were necessary for other houses. Complaints 
against the cases were heard constantly in Macy’s 
store and the public generally considered them a 
nuisance. Mr. Le Boutillier, of Le Boutillier 
Brothers, said the opposition to show-cases was 
not a crusade of the rich against the poor, but it 
Was an opposition to what was steadily injuring 
the great business interests of Fourteenth-street. 
Fhe trade of his firm had been injured by 
pases put out by their neighbors. He had no- 
tieed, too, that oecupants of first floors 
who had let lofts to other tenants had from four to 
six cases in front of their premises, while the ten- 
ants of the upper floors were allowed only very 
small cases, or none at all. They wanted all the 
sidewalk to themselves and were not willing to di- 
vide with their tenants. Two or three of the 
champions of show-cases combated this state- 
ment, and then James A. Hearn and others spoke 
‘Weainst the cases, and the committee adjourned.

LOUBAT AND TURNBULL. 
CHE GRAND JURY ANXIOUS TO BE ENLIGHT- 
ENED ABOUT THE ROW. 

The difficulty—so far only on paper—be- 
ween Messrs. J. F. Loubat and Henry Turnbull, 
pf the Union Club, has attracted the attention of 
the Grand Jury, and subpcenas were issued by that 
body on Thursday which it was hoped would 
secure the attendance in the Grand Jury room of 
all persons supposed to have any knowledge of 
the affair. Of the persons subpcened only three 
putin an appearance—Mr. Henry Turnbull, who 
svas supposed to have been one of the principals 
in the event of a hostile meeting taking place 
{between himself and Mr. J. F. Loubat; Mr. 
Arthur L. Willing, and Mr. Eben Kimball, 
‘who are said to have been present in the 
Union League Club when Mr. Turnbull used 
he words refiecting on the character of Mr. Lou- 
bat. upon which the challenge—if there was a chal- 
enge—of the latter was issued. ‘The inquiry of 
the Grand Jury was instituted for the purpose of 
ascertaining, if possible, whether any viola- 
tion of the dueling laws had taken place; 
m other words, whether any challenge had 

n issued or accepted, or whether any citi- 
yens of this State had gone outside the State for 
the purpose of engaging in a duel, either as prin- 

ipals, seconds, accessories, or surgeons. ‘The duel- 
gz laws provide that principals in a duel, even 
where death does not ensue, can, on conviction, be 
sentenced to 10 years’ imprisonment,and accessories 
an receive a punishment of 7 years’ imprisonment. 
he mew Code of Criminal Procedure provides 
that any persons leaving this State for the purpose 
‘of eluding the dueling laws, either in acting as 
rincipals or sending or carrying challenges, can 
Be indicted and tried in any county of this State 
exactly as though the offense had been committed 
within the jurisdiction of the State. 

The first witness examined by the Grand Jury 
was Mr. Turnbull. His testimony. of course, was 
kept secret; but it is understood that he disclaimed 
poy intention of a hostile meeting with Mr. Lou- 
bat, and denied that he had left the State for the 

urpose of engaging in or arranging aduel. Messrs. 
Kimball and Willing, who were subsequently 
pxamined, also denied, as alleged, that they had 

ny knowledge of any attempt_to bring about 
. hostile meeting between Messrs. Loubat 
pnd Turnbull. The witnesses were accompa- 
nied by several friends, members of the Union 
Club, who appeared to look upon the pro- 
peedings of the Grand et as a useless 
>xpenditure of time, which would prove barren in 

sults. Mr. Loubat was served with a subpoena on 
Thursday, but failed to attend. His unexplained 
absence was looked upon by the members of the 
grand inquest as anact of contempt, and orders 

ere issued that another subpoena should be served 
npon him. Should he refuse to obey this second 
yummons the Grand Jury, it is said, will resort to 
pxtreme measures by appiying to one of the Judges 
pf the Court of General Sessions to issue an attach- 
ment compelling his attendance. The inquiry will 
be continued on Monday next.

GUARDING AGAINST BAD SECURITIES.

They must set forth in 
detail the receipts of the company for the previous 
six months, the disbursements for the same period, 
and the assets and liabilities of the company at 
the date of filing the report. They must also give 
the amount and character of the work, if any, 
done upon the company’s property. Whenever a 
company fails to comp th these requirements 
its stocks are to be at once suspended from the 
list. Should the report fail to be satisfactory, con- 
vincing the Stock List Committee that the com- 

any is insolvent, or that it is being conducted 
otherwise than in the interests of uhe stockholders 
and the public, the stock will be suspended from 
the list, and the announcement of the suspension 
publicly made, 
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THE MYSTERY CLEARED UP. 
TURNER GIVES A SATISFACTORY ACCOUNT 
OF HIMSELF TO THE BRITISH CONSUL. 
Michael Turner, the impecunious Irishman 
who came over on the steam-ship Wisconsin and 
‘was suspected by some of the passengers of being 
one of the Phoenix Park assassins, voluntarily visit- 
ed the office of the British Consul-General yester- 
day, and was informed that he was not wanted. 
Mr. Hoare, of the British Consulate’s office, said to 
a TrmEs reporter that Turner was at no time under 
arrest or even under surveillanee. Some of the 
passengers whose suspicions Turner's queer actions 
on board the ship had aroused, on their arrival in 
this City reported him first to Superintendent 
Walling, at Police Head-quarters, and afterward at 
the British consulate office. As soon, however, as 
Turner learned that he was an objeet of suspicion 
he went, Mr. Hoare said, to the British Consul, 
and showed, both by his manner and conversation, 
that he wished to clear up the suspicions. He 
said he had been a horse-trader in the neigh- 
borhood of Dublin, and that he had left Ire- 
land on alark. It was evident also from his talk 
that he knew a good many persons in Dublin. In- 
quiries were instituted by the Consul that resulted 


in confirming Turner's story except as to his rea- 
son for leaving Ireland, which was found to be 
pecuniary embarrassment. Detective Robert Pink- 
erton told the reporter that he had been engaged 
to look after Turner, but he was satisfied the man 
had done nothing to merit suspicion. Turner was 
allowed to pass out of sight yesterday morning, 
and no efforts were made to keep track of his 
movements. 

**What are we doing in the Phoenix Park case? 
Why, we're doing better than those who have filled 
the papers with balderdash for several days lately,” 
said Inspector Byrnes yesterday. ‘* We arein an 
intelligent position in regard to it, and I don’t mind 
telling Taz Times that we have what we calla 
good ‘end’ to it. Thatis to say, we have been 
and are working on a trace that promises much. 
We are net going to announce what we are doing 
or what we may do, but when we have accom- 
plished what is to be done the public will know of 
it, and not before. But I cannot understand why 
the rubbish that has been published in regard to 
our detectives, private detectives, the United 
States Marshals, the British Consul, and this man 
Turner has not been found out to be nothing but 
bosh. The facts are very simple. For reasons 
which the English representatives at Wash- 
ington and here can explain, Superintendent 
Walling was ignored when it was planned 
to search incoming steamers, Outside of 
friendly advices from the other side we 
were in the dark in regard to the case. The 
man Kettle, who claims to be an ex-detective, 
wanted to advertise himself when he-came to Po- 
lice Head-quarters to denounce Turner. Superin- 
tendent Walling gauged him correctly, and de- 
clined to act, but gave him the address of the 
British Consul. By and by a telegram came to Po- 
lice Head-quarters summoning me to meet Mr. 
Archibald and Marshal Knox. I was notin, and it 
appears that failing to find me they sent to the 
Wall-street Detective Bureau and induced Detec- 
tive Dunn to work on the case. When [ learned 
later in the day that Turner was a good-natured 
fellow, and that he had promised persons whose 
acquaintance he bad made on the vessel to return 
in the morning to get a subscription which was got 
up for him, I deetded that there was nothing in the 
ease, and I toid Dunn to act cautiously. I, how- 
ever, decided that it would be better for the 
Detective Department to afford every aid to 
the British Consul, and Seret. Slevin, acting 
under my _ instructions, soon found  Tur- 
ner, and held him under _— surveillance 
until next day. Dunn was directed to be at the 
steamer’s pier next morning to see if Turner came 
back, as he promised todo. Dunn and Slevin met 
at the pier on Thursday morning. Turner was 
there, and they readily ascertained that the whole 
business was a hoax. Turner went away from the 
pier with a man who was supposed to be a Deputy 
United States Marshal, but who was a private de- 
tective. Had there been any foundation for the 
story about Turner he would have been arrested, 
and the private detective would have fared no bet- 
terif he interfered. The whole business was an 
advertising dodge for Kettle and a number of pri- 
vate detectives, and the result was the disclosure 
of plans of the United States officers and the Brit- 
ish authorities. Such disclosures only defeat the 
ends of justice.” 
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AGAIN AT LARGE. 
HOW THE NOTORIOUS PICKPOCKET MOLLIE 
HOLBROOK ESCAPES PUNISHMENT, 
Store-keepers and others who, during a peri- 
od of several years past, have suffered from the 
peculations of Mollie Holbrook, one of the most 
notorious thieves and pickpockets that has ever in- 
fested New-York City, are much annoyed by the 
fact that she is once more at large and will proba- 
bly not be compelled to serve out the merited sen- 
tence of five years’ imprisonment recently imposed 
by Judge Gildersieeve. In September of last year 
this woman, who then gave the name of Lizzie 
Ellen Wiggins, was detected in the act of taking a 
pocket-book from the person of Mrs. Curtis, of 
Schenectady, in the store of R. H. Macy & Co. 
was arrested, and in the Jefferson Mar- 
Police Court was admitted to bail 
$1,000. Through their counsel Messrs. 
R. H. Macy & Co, then succeeded in obtain- 
ing her indictment before the Grand Jury. 
She’again obtained bail, which she forfeited by 
leaving the City. On her return here, in February, 
she was arrested by Inspector Byrnes, and after 
much delay and trouble was brought to trial 
through the persistent efforts of Assistant District 
Attorney Requier, and was convicted and sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment. Her counsel 
applied to Judge Donohue for astay of proceedings 
pending an appeal to the Supreme Ceurt, Although 
Judge Donohue was fully informed of the danger- 
ous character of the prisoner and of her record as 
a thief and tpickpocket, yet the motion for 
a stay of proceedings was granted. This 
was not done on the ground that 
the alleged theft had not been committed, but 
simply because Mrs. Curtis was not in court to be 
identified. This notwithstanding the fact that 
Mrs. Curtis’s son-in-law, who = her with 
the pocket-book that was stolen, fully identified 
the book as the one he had given the complainant, 
who, being an aged and infirm lady, was at the 
time of the trial physically unable to make the _ 
from her home to this City. Judge Donohue ac 
mitted the woman to bail on the 15th inst. in the 
sum of $2,500, thus turning loose to prey upon the 
public a dangerous woman, who, without doubt, 
will forfeit her bail and continue her career, es- 
caping the punishmentshe so justly merits.

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A WORTHY CHARITY. 
MEETING OF THE STATE AUXILIARY OF THE 
WOMEN’S NATIONAL RELIEF ASSOCIATION. 

The New-York State Auxiliary of the Wom- 
en’s National Relief Association gave an entertain- 
ment in Chickering Hall last evening, whieh at- 
tracted a fair sized audience, comnosed principally 


of women. In the absence of Chauncey M. Depew, 


who was to have acted as Chairman, Chief-Justice 
Shea, of the Marine Court, presided. He stated 
that the association was organized to cover all 
national calamities, but knowing that a benevolent 
society must have constant work to keep up its 
life, it assumed the specific work of supplying the 
life-saving stations and the marine hospitals with 
clothing for shipwrecked persons and for sick 
sailors. The association, Judge Shea said, 
appealed for a charity overwhelming in its 
interest and importance. The ladies engaged 
in the work were making personal sacrifices in its 
prosecution, and they looked to the public for sia 
to render their efforts effective. Capt. B. S. Osbon 
explained the manner of rescuing shipwrecked 
sailors and passengers by means of models of the 
**breeches-buoy,”’ the “ Francis life car,” and the 
cork life jacket, illustrating the workings of these 
appliances at the life-saving stations through the 
medium of a model of a stranded ship on the coast. 
While oo he noticed Joseph Francis, the in- 
ventor of the life car, in the audience, and the old 
gennomen. who is in his eighty-second year, was 
ed to the platform amid the enthusiastic applause 
of the audience. 

The Rev. John P. Newman, D. D., delivered a 
brief address, in which he praised the work of the 
society. Giving aid to the shipwrecked was, he 
said, but one important branch of the work. The 
ladies interested were intent on a_ national 
charity. They were prepared for all calami- 
ties. They stretched out their arms in char- 
ity to embrace all’ Columbia; they looked 
westward to the suffers of Michigan, and 
southward to those rendered} destitute by floods. 
It had long been the custom, the speaker said, for 
entertainments to be given on steamers going to 
Europe, the collections taken up being given to 
the orphan asylum at Liverpool. During a trip on 
the Gallia last Summer, Mr, John on proposed 
to Capt. Hayes that this collection should be divid- 
ed between the Liverpool Orphan Asylum and the 
Women's National Relief Association, of this 
country. The Captain consented, and £40 was 
collected from the passengers. The precedent thus 
established was a good one, but it had not been 
followed, and the speaker thought that as nine- 
tenths of the passengers going from this country 
to Europe were Americans it was but right that 
this great American charity should share with the 
Liverpool asylum in the funds raised at the enter- 
tainments. The managers of the association, Dr. 
Newman said, had appealed to the Cunard Line 
to make this division of the funds, and were 
now waiting for an answer from Liverpool. If 
that answer was faverable, it was expected that 
the other ocean lines would follow the example 
set by the Cunard Line. Mrs. Martha J. Lamb 
read an interesting paper entitled ‘‘A Stormy 
Night onthe New-Jersey Coast,” and some fine 
vocal music was furnished! by Mr. Sargent and 
Misses Shea and Williams. The President of the 
National Association is Mrs. Morrison R. Waite, 
wife of the Chief-Justice of the United States.

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THE R1O GRANDE IN PORT. 
SHE ARRIVES SAFELY AT HER DOCK WITH 
ALL WELL ON BOARD. 

The steam-ship Rio Grande, which put into 
Lewes, Del., on Wednesday last with her cargo on 
fire, reached this port yesterday,’ and was docked 
at the Mallory pier, near the foot of Maiden-lane, 
The passengers were in the best of spirits, notwith- 
standing the vicissitudes through which they had 


passed. The vessel herself presented a fine appear- 
ance, and no one would have imagined that 
she had been recently’ scuttled. Capt. A. 
C. Burrows, who brought the Rio Grande 
out of the perils which had _ beset her, 
gave a Tres reporter a similar account of the fire 
on the steamer and the successful efforts to save 
the vessel to that already published, After taking 
the passengers back from the bark Beppina A. the 
Rio Grande got up steam and at 2 o'clock yester- 
day morning started for this port. Contrary to ex- 
pectations, her machinery had not become rusted 
during the time she had been sunk. It all worked 
admirably during the entire run from Lewes, 
When the Rio Grande had been docked last even- 
ing Franz Mosig, the Austrian forger, who had been 
brought from Galveston by Mr. Manwaring, was 
taken on shore and delivered over to a representa- 
tive of the Austrian Consul. Mallory & Co. say 
that it is impossible at present to give the loss sus- 
tained from the tire. 

The passengers said they had been treated well 
on the bark, Capt. Tarrabota having done every- 
thing in his power to make them comfortable. The 
cabin of the vessel was very small, and only a few of 
the passengers could be given berths, Most of them 
remained on deck during the nights, wrapped in 
blankets. The bark was taken in tow by the 
steamer Guif Stream torthree hours. The Captain 
of the steamer offered to tow the bark to this City, 
but was unwilling to go to Lewes, and Capt. Tar- 
rabota decided to go on without the Galf Stream’s 
assistance. A representative of the Mallory Line 
handed the Italian Captain a check to repay him 
for his loss of time, the stores which had been con- 
sumed, and a yard which had been broken while 
the bark was making for the Delaware Break water.

JOHN KELLY’S COMMITTEE. 
RESOLUTIONS DENOUNCING MONOPOLIES—A 
NEW CITY CHARTER WANTED, 

The Tammany General Committee met last 
night in the wigwam, there being only a small at- 
tendanee of members, with Sidney P. Cowen, Vice- 
President, in the chair. The Committee on Reso- 
lutions reported along set of resolutions on the 
subject of pending legislation in Congress and 
in the State Legislature. The resolutions ex- 


pressed the opposition of the General Commettee 
to the National Banking and Currency bills now 
before Congress, as being in the interest of monop- 
olists and adverse to the rights and interests of the 
people. They favored the immediate revision of the 
tariff laws in such a form that no particular branch 
of trade shall suffer, and urged that attention be 
at ence given by. Congress to the shipping laws, 
with a view to the extension of our merchant 
marine. The fourth resolution declared unaltera- 
ble opposition to any further legislation in the in- 
terest of giant monopolistic corporations, but in 
favor of enlarging the Erie Ganal and making it a 
free water-way, A fair and proper system of tax- 
ation of foreign corporations doing business in this 
State was next advocated, and the imme- 
diate appointment of Railroad Commission- 
ers by the Governor of this State 
was urged as a prime necessity. Finally, the reso- 
lutions expressed the belief that the present char- 
ter of this City Is incongruous and ineffective, and 
has ceased to respond to the true interests of the 
City, and that a new charter is at once needed pro- 
viding for a Spring election, and making the Con- 
troller, Corporation Counsel, and Commissioner 
of Public Works elective offices. The resolutions 
were adopted bodily without a word of discussion 
or explanation. Then Stephen S. Blake and James 
Gallagher addressed the committee on the issues of 
the day, in whish they skirmished over the whole 
field of Jeffersonianism, of anti-monopoly, the 
rights of adopted cltizens abroad, the tariff, and 
the treason of the Democratic members of the 
State Legislature in declining to follow the lead of 
Tammany’s representatives,

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GEN. CURTIS ON TRIAL. 
THE CASE FOR THE PROSECUTION OPENED 
AND WITNESSES ON THE STAND. 
United States Assistant District Attorney 
Fiero yesterday began the prosecution of Gen. N. 
M. Curtis before Judge Benedict, in the United 
States Circuit Court, on the indictment for receiv- 
ing political assessments while holding a Govern- 
ment office. Each juror was challenged by Gen. 


Curtis's counsel, and asked whether he had con- 
tributed toward the publication of the Civil Ser- 
vice Reform Association ee pga | on the case or 
was a member of the assoelation. The jury select- 
ed consisted of Messrs. George Isaacs, Andrew 
T. Anderson, Christopher D. Wallace, Edward 
Owen, Thomas R. Keator, William H. Ames, 
Gilbert Wood, Thomas Chatterton, L. H. Smith, 
John W. Bacon, J. K. Marsten, asd lienry Stern. 
Mr. Fiero, in opening, requested the jury to pay no 
heed to the intimation made by the defense that 
the prosecution was instigated by the Civil Service 
Reform Association. The trial was to be carried 
on in the interest of the public weltare. It was 
not a case affecting political parties at all, but 
simply a prosecution by the Government fora 
violation of one of its laws. The first witness 
called was Clerk Adolph Plattner, of the District 
Attorney’s office, who identified a letter written by 
the defendant to the Secretery of the Treasury in 
answer to a letter referring to the charges of the 
Civil Service Association. In the epistie the de- 
fendant acknowledged that he was Treasurer of 
the Republican State Committee, and received 
assessments for the use of the committee. John 
W. Vrooman, Clerk of the Senate and Secretary of 
the State Committee, testitied that the committee 
received political assessments from Federal office- 
holders through the influence of the Kepublicar 
Party. The money was paid to Gen. Curtis, and he 
delivered it. Witness identified a printed circular 
issued by the State Committee asking Custom- 
house employes to contribute to the expenses of 
the campaign of 1881. Such money as witness re- 
ceived he paid overto the committee direct. He 
had no remembrance of any particular sum paid 
to Gen. Curtis by himself, although he often signed 
defendant's name as Treasurer of the committee. 
On the cross-examination witness said that Gen. 
Curtis seldom came to the committee rooms, and 
that his absences and short stays there were com- 
plained of. 

Edward M. Johnson, ex-Clerk of the Assembly, 
and clerk to the Secretary of the Republican State 
Committee, next testified that he signed Gen. Cur- 
tis’s name to receipts for money. Witness paid 
over ali such money received to the Secretary, He 
received one check from George William Curtis, 
which he personally paid over to Gen. Curtis. 
Isaac Trimble testified he had held the position 
of a clerk in the Custom-house for a dozen years or 
more, and last year he gave Gen. Curtis a ten-dol- 
lar bill and asked as a particular favor that the de- 
fendant would take it to the State Committee. A 
few days afterward he received a receipt through 
the mail signed ‘‘N. M. Curtis.”’ Tsis receipt was 
produced and identified by the witness, who, 
when cross-examined, sald he had no _  writ- 
ten appointment to his place in the Custom- 
house, but he had “good backers.”’ [{Laughter.] 
Charles W. Beebe, Assistant Teller of the Second 
National Bank, testifield that the defendant depos- 
ited moneys with the institution to the credit of the 
Republican State Commtttee and indorsed checks 
as Treasurer.

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THE JUVENILE ASYLUM. 
A VISIT TO THE INSTITUTION—EXERGISES BY 
THE CHILDREN. 

The Board of Directors of the New-York 
Juvenile Asylum, on Washington Heights, visited 
that institution, with invited guests, yesterday 
afternoon. There were present Joseph F. Joy, 
Edward Dwight, Alexander McL. Agnew, John C. 
Giffing, John W. Quincey, John Byers, Mr. and 


Mrs. Peter Carter, C. C. Park, Lawson N, Fuller, 


the Rev. B. Morgan, Henry Talmage, Coleman Ben- 
edict, E. M. Kingsley, ex-Mayor Samuel A. Booth, 
of Brooklyn; the Rev. Dr. Stoddard, and a number 
of ladies. The visitors were shown through the 
institution, and afterward witnessed an interest- 
ing programme of exercises by the children in the 
asylum chapel. The little ones were afterward ad- 
dressed by Mr. E. M. Kingsley, the President of the 
institution, and also by ex-Mayor Booth, the 
Rev. Mr. Morgan, and Messrs. Lawson N. 
Fuller, Peter Carter, and Alexander McL. Agnew. 
The asylum has at present 800 inmates—650 boys 
and 150 girls—and there is but one patient in the 
hospital of the institution. There has been no 
death there for more than 18 months. The inmates 
are mostly boys who have been unruly or wild at 
home, but who are not criminals, though they may 
have been in danger of becoming such. They are 
taken into the institution between the ages of 7 
and 14, and upen arriving at the latter age’ are 
sent to the asylum’s agency in  Bloom- 
ington, Ill, where they are indentured 
to farmers and others. until their ma- 
jority. The condition of entering the asylum 
sa fullsurrender by the parents or guardians of 
the children or commitment by a magistrate. The 
children are given a thorough common school edu- 
cation, and the boys are taught shoe-making, car- 
pentering, and farming. The girls are taught sew- 
ing and tailoring. Music is also taught, and the 
boys’ class in shoe-making have formed a_ brass 
band. They performed a number of selections in 
avery creditable manner yesterday. The asylum 
receives from the City $110 per capita per year for 
its support. Its affairs are managed by a Board of 
24 Directors, who are well-known and estimable 
gentlemen and who serve gratuitously.
